It took the latter 
no inconsiderable length of ‘time to reduce the 
fortress, and not without cost to. themselve 
The rumour that Hongkong would not be 
defended has been completely refuted by the 
action of the Hongkong Government, which has 
been doing its utmost to mobilize ‘the British 
manpower in a manner best calculated to en- 
the defences of the Colony, ‘The Com- 
‘Ofllee has definitely stated that Hong- 
‘kong will be defended, and whether the opinion 
fs held that it ean be reduced in thirty minutes, 
‘days, wooks or months, there can be the com- 
pletest certainty that the reduction of the place 
Will not be unattended with cost to whatever 
enemy ‘cares to take on the job. It would 
Indeed have been better if the Marquis had 
afforded no opportunity for misquotation.

Spokesmen’s Authority 


A message from London today makes a dis 
‘inetion between the statements made by Japan- 
jese spokesmen and the oficial views of the 
Government. in Tokyo. Unless the former are 
Incorporated in some government communiqué, 
‘they are not regarded in Whitehall as ropresent- 
ing Japan's offelal opinion, They may, of 
course, he a refection of the opinions of the 
‘men on the spot, be: it Tientsin or Shanghal, 
‘and so are of a certain amount of value, But 
to regard them as committing the Japanese 
| Government. to any particular corse of action, 
‘Would be a mistake. ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment is presumably capable ‘of communteating 
Us opinions on any disputed matter directly to 
the other government concerned, and iit does 
. it can be assumed that it does not 
it worthwhile. This attitude ‘explains 
why the British Government was able t0 say 
until quite recently that it had never received. 
any demand from the Japanese Government 
for the handing over of the Chinese allver 
held in the British Concession in Tientsin, In 
London the demands made by spokesmen in 
Tientsin and Poiping, many of whom hold 
comparatively junior ranks, have rightly been 
treated according to their’ proper importance, 
As a matter of {net these statements, demands, 
‘and ultimatums have done little more” than 
confuse the issues between Japan and foreign, 
Powers. To those familiar with European, 
usage, it i almost ineredible that a Japanes 
army officer, even of the high rank of major- 
general, can when it suits him make state. 
ments that Japan would only be satisfied by 
tain stated concessions, while his own Gov- 
ment, ineluiding his senor oMeers, are 
negotiating over the problem which has in- 
spired his declaration. “Such an action in a 
uropean army would be regarded as a serious 
breach of discipline. In most European Govern- 
ments there is a distinet line drawn beyond 
which oficial spokesmen are not permitted to 
0. There is a distinction between “fact” and 
“policy.” No British army or navy spokesmen 
‘would dream of trying to dictate to his Govern- 
ment what line of policy it should purste, but he 
would be authoritzod to reveal all the facts 
fon any particular situation that it ig’ deemed 
wise that the public should know, No such 
rule apparently “applies In the Japanese ser= 
vices, with a result that the public in Japan 
‘and ‘elsewhere is misled, and embarrassing 
situations must frequently’ be caused %0 those 
oflicitls in Tokyo whose duty it is to explain 
away the strange ulterances of colonels and 
commanders in far distant places,

Gen.. Chiang Issues Message 
Urges “Spiritual Fortress” Against Japanese ; 
Faith in Chinese Currency Re-Affirmed 


‘Chungking, Aug. 12. 


SPECIAL message addressed to the Chinese in Shanghai on 
the eve of the second anniversary of the outbreak of the 


‘Sino-Japanese hostilities around 
Chiang Kai-shek today. 


‘The message reads :

‘The Generalissimo goes on to ap- 
peal to the Shanghat Chinese 

‘That the Intellectuals and Press 
“solritual fortress” against 
propaganda, 
2, ‘That economle and financial 
circles have faith inthe Chinese 
‘currency to strengthen China's fin- 
faneial_and economic position. 

3, ‘That the Chinese youth in 
Shonghal realize thelr responsibill- 
ties, and pursue thelr studies and 
researches, 

4. That the Chinese labourers in 
‘Shonighal continue their work for 
the Support of Chinese resistance and 
reconstruction. 

5, ‘That all Chinese in Shanghat 
assist each other, and mutually share 
their hardships, so that the Shanghat 
Chinese will add a “glorious chapter 
to the integrity and honour of the 
Chinese nation and race.” 

‘The statement: covers at “length to 
Shanghai's past achievements in 
China's renaissance and her revolu- 
tion, particularly to the heroic sacrl- 
fices made by the Chinese at Shang- 
‘hal during the hostlitfes around that 


elty. 

“Their determination and heroism,” 
the Generalissimo declares, “shatter 
ed the Japanese dream of conquering 
China within a few weeks, and also 
changed international opinion of 
Chinese resistance, forcing other 
countries to the conclusion that the 
Chinese can never be conquered, and 
that Chinese resistance will have the 
Drightest future, ‘Though two years 
have elapsed, these scenes appear 
vividly before us today.” 

‘The Generalissimo points out that, 
ince the fall of Shanghai; many 
Chinese factories and gultural insti- 
tutions have moved into the interlor, 
together with thousands of technical 
experts, skilled labourers and intel- 
ectunls, who played an important 
role in’supporting the movement for 
carrying on the war of resistance. 

Currency Situation 

He emphasizes, however, that with 
the war entering its third year, the 
hhardships suffered by the Chinese 
in Shanghai are bound to increase; 
‘but he assures the Shanghai Chines 
the day of our final victory 

er every day.” 

"The Generalissimo states that he 
fully -appreciates the fact that the 
Japanese are applying pressure upon 
the Shanghai Chinese, both politio- 
ally and economically; but be declares 
that ‘the responsibilities of the Chi- 
nose in Shanghai are therefore be- 
coming heavier, 

“There are only two" roads open 
to us—surrender and slavery or 
sistance and victory,” the Gen 
{gsimo declares. “There Is only one 
road—the road of resistance—which 
‘every patriotic, self-respecting Chi- 
nese. must. follow. 

Referring to the currency: situation 
in Shanghai, General Chiang em- 
phasizes that present conditions ca 
rot affect the position of the eur- 
roney. He points out that China ts 
self-sumelont as regards daily neces- 
sities; and that the Chinese national 
resources are so tremendous that the 
Chinese curreney has unlimited re- 
sorves. 

‘So long as the Chinese have faith 
in-an ultimate Chinese victory, there 
is a great future for the country. 
Your “faith in the currency,” the 
Genoralissimo states, “can never be 
shaken.” 

‘After assuring the Shanghai Chi 
nese that the ‘Chinese Government 
hhas carefully dovised means of m 
ing the economic situation, General 
Chiang calls upon them to support 
the currency, stating that to support 
the currency is to be loyal to the 
Government, 

He reminds the Shanghai Chinese 
of thelr responsibility. to defend the 
Chinese “economic fortress."—Reuter,

‘All Government offices have been 
advised to take out group insurance 
policies covering accidents, for the 
staf. ‘The Government will sub- 
Jsidize the policies of those receiving 
Tow salaries.—Reuter.

Protest In London 
London, Aug. 12. 

‘The Chinese Ambassador, Mr. Quo 
Tai-chi, today sent a note to the 
Foreign OMice urging Britain to 
reconsider the decision to hand over 
the four Chinese prisoners. He called 
attention to Article No. 21 of the 
‘Treaty of Tientsin, providing for the 
delivery of Chinese offenders “on due 
requistion by the Chinese authorl- 
tes, addressed to the British Consul.” 

He pointed out that in the present 
caso, the demand for the delivery’ 
of the’ prisoners was made not by the 
‘competent authority of the Govern 
‘ment of China, but by the Japanese 
army and its ‘puppets. 

‘Surrender to the Japanese-controlled 
courts of these alleged suspects, the 
rote declared, would not be justified 
fon legals grounds and would, in fact, 
be Inconsistent with the traditions 
of British justice, by removing all 
‘chances of fair trial.

YANGTZE BOMBINGS 
Aug. 9. 

Coming at a juncture such as this the 
‘bombing and destruction of the two British 
ships, the ss. Klawo and the ss. Hsinchangwo, 
belonging to Messrs, Jardine, Matheson & Co., 
and the Indo-China Steam Navigation Co. 
respectively, at Ichang, cannot but cause the 
most unfavourable impression, To that 
damage must be added that done to the 
AP.C. installation and waterfront property 
owned by Mackenzie & Co,, all, be it noted, 
British concerns. If the conclusion drawn is 
to the effect that these bombings were 
deliberate the Japanese have only themselves 
to blame, The movements of British shipping 
‘on the Yangtze are notified to the Japanese 
naval authorities daily, the ships were 
adequately marked, ‘and there is nothing 
whatever to suggest that the Japanese 
authorities were not fully aware of the 
positions of the two ships just as certainly 
‘as they must have been informed as to the 
whereabouts of the two British properties on 
Jand. Japanese aeroplanes bent on Chungking 
raids must have passed continually over the 
areas where this outrage took place, and 
provided that their pilots were of average 
intelligence, and it is.to be assumed that they 





Which they were aiming their missiles. ‘That 
impression is strengthened by the passage in 
the reports to the effect that at any rate so 
far as the two vessels were concerned, the 
aeroplanes responsible power~dived over thelr 
targets, and in the course of the second raid 
appear to have imperilled without actually 
damaging HLMLS. Gannet which was giving 
aid to the stricken vessels, and actually 
suceeded in extinguishing the conflagrations 
though not before the ships had been burned 
down to -the water's edge. It must be 


“44 cmphasized that the presence of these two, 


vessels, as well as the fact of the existence 
of the British concentration point at 
Ichang were perfectly well known to the! 
Japanese authoritics, or at least the Japanese 
navy, and if, as it appears to be suggested, 
‘the bombing’ was done by army planes that 
will not relieve the Japanese of the 
responsibility which has been incurred. 

Tt will carry no conviction whatever if it 
claimed that the Japanese army was not 
formed as to the position of the destroyed 
vessels. If the Japanese naval authorities 
had failed to inform them, that is their 
concern, and certainly indicates no failure 
‘on the part of the British to mect the 
requirements which have been made of them 
in connection with the giving of information 
whereby the Japanese would be enabled to’ 
avoid repetition of such alleged accidents as: 
the bombing and sinking of the Tuckwo on 
December 5, 1937, at Wuhu. Since that time 
every necessary information concerning. 
British shipping has “been given fo the 
Japanese, and it is gratifying to remark that 
for a very long period since that date incidents 
such as this last on the Yangtze have been 
gratifyingly infrequent. ‘The Kiawo and the 
Hsinehangwo have been on the river ever 
since the opening of hostilities, and no! 
qualified airman would for one moment deny 
that fliers over the river should not have 
been fully acquainted with the nature of the 
vessels they were bombing. Possibility of 
mistake is further removed by the fact. of 
the power-diving to the raiders’ targets. It 
‘was not a question of dropping bombs from 
great heights by which the possibility of 
error would be made the greater, but of 
definitely seeking out and bombing the 
defenceless shipping of a third party 
neutral. Tt is astonishing that the damage 
‘was not greater, for the reports state that at 





*| the concentration point there were six 


British merchant vessels, a floating dock, 
eighteen lighters and HIM.S. Gannet. All 
with the exception of the two vessels which 
were destroyed, and Gannet which stood by, 
were removed io the other side of the river 
between the first and second raids, the Kiawo 
and the Hsinchangwo being 'too badly 
damaged to be removed. It is probably 
fortunate for the rest that ‘they could not be 
moved, for the flaming targets would 
undoubtedly have attracted the attention of 
the raiders across the river, with consequent 
danger to the shipping, which fortunately has 
escaped up to the present. ‘The conclusion 
to be drawn from the second raid can only 
be that the pilots having realized they had 
scored hits returned for the purpose of 
making a good job of it, and that they 
undoubtedly did. 


Of the right of the ships in question to 
be on the Yangtze there eannos be the 
slightest doubt. Indeed Japan by refusing to 
permit them complete freedom of movement 
{sas qgullty of breaches of the treaties as 
it is of its own. assurances regarding 
the observance of due respect for the rights 
and Interests of third party neutrals. in this 
China Tneident. This has to be sald because 
it will be impossible in the light of all the 
circumstances to establish any contention af 
mere error as an excuse for what has been 
done. “Indeed ‘from. the evidence “nothing 
more deliberate could be conceived, ‘and, if 
at the proper time Britain receives one of 
the customary admissions that a mistake has 
bboen made the Gaverament will have every 
reason for rejecting any such reply, and 
insisting, which it is hoped it will do 
in any ‘event, upon due reparation being 
made, It is the greatest miracle in the world 
that this attempt on British property was not 
accompanied with greater damage to British 
life,and limb than apparently is the case, but 
that happy feature, does in no way diminish 
the gravity of this particular offence. This 
incident, following "as it does upon the 
bombing of other foreign properties, including 
American in various parts of China must 
iive rise to the question as to what are the 
Intentions of the Japanese authorities. Tt has 
been shown, by. the number of properties 
which have eseaped damage in other areas, 
that the destruction of third party buildings 
and vessels can and has been avoided, and 
it can reasonably be asked whether these 
latest occurrences represent any change in 
the Japanese policy towards third party 
neutrals. That isa query which ‘must 
naturally arise at a time when the relations 
between Japan on the one hand, and Great 
Britain and America on the’ other are 
worse than they have ever been before. 
Occurrences such as these can do. nothing. 
to improve matters, and the least that can 
bbe expected of the Japanese is the disciplining 
of the men responsible, and the offer of full 
teparation. Payment for all. the damage 
which is being done will eventually have to 
bbe made, and, even if the day of settlement 
is not yet, the time will come when Japan

MR. CHURCHILL’S POSITION 
Aug. 10. 


‘One of the most important political deve- 
opments in Britain during the first two weeks 
‘of last month was the agitation set afoot 
with the idea of bringing about the inclu- 
sion of Mr. Winston Churchill in. the 
Cabinet. It is by no means certain that he 
was in any way personally responsible for 
the campaign, which indeed appears to 
have’ been conducted regardless of his 
wishes by a number of enthusiasts who 
may in the long run be found to have done 
him considerable harm. Indeed at the time 
the agitation died down it was believed that 
his chanees of ever becoming a member of 
Mr. Chamberlain's Cabinet had dwindled, 
largely because of the manner in which the 
campaign had been conducted, and the 
number of influential supporters of the 
Prime Minister who were antagonized by it. 
There is not the slightest doubt that there 
is a very large section of public opinion in 
Britain which is in favour of the inclusion 
of both Mr. Churchill and Mr. Anthony 
Eden in the present Cabinet, believing that 
it would be considerably strengthened there- 
by, and it is suggested that even the pro- 
German clique in London are of the opinion 
that the time has come for Mr. Churchill 
to enter the Cabinet, believing that Herr 
Hitler is now in the mood to negotiate peace, 
but not with Mr. Chamberlain. ‘That parti- 
‘cular section believes that Mr. Churehitt 
‘could drive a better bargain ‘with Herr 
Hitler than could the Prime Minister, and 
would like to see him in office before any 
palavers commence. The fict that Mr. 
‘Churchill is anathema to Der Fuehrer, who 
has declared that his inclusion in the 
British Cabinet would be an indication of 
the inevitability of war, is no longer re- 
garded as a factor in’ practical polities, 
especially by those who contend that it is 
no business of any foreign statesman as to 
how the British Cabinet should be con- 
stituted. There are many facts which sub- 
stantiate Mr. Churchill's claim to office, but 
probably an equal number which would 
Justify the opposition to his claims, for 
brilliant man as he is, Mx. Churchill's 
political career has been erratic, and while 
his assessment of the situation created by 
‘the accession of Herr Hitler to power has 
all along been correct, many of his decisions 
‘of the past deprive him of any real claim 
to, infallibility. 

The claim which is made for him that 
he kept the fleet in being in August, 1914, 
‘and sent it to its battle ‘stations, is one 
which he does not make for himself. It was 
Prince Louis of Battenberg who was 
responsible. When during the war the 
‘convoy system was advocated as the best 
‘means of combatting the submarine menace, 
‘Mr. Churchill was not in power; had he 
been he would undoubtedly have used his. 
influence to oppose the scheme, of which 
he did not approve, while it must be re- 
membered that he was a member of the 
Liberal administration of 1906-1914 which 
was responsible for the shocking state of 
lunpreparedness of British defences which 
was undoubtedly a contributory factor to 
the actual outbreak of war. Since’ Mr. 
Chamberlain has been in office he has been 
very vocal in his criticisms of the Prime 
‘Minister's policies, and that to such an’ 
extent that he would be a very uncomfort- 
‘able man for the Prime Minister to have 
in his Cabinet. Years ago a famous politician 
sald of Mr. Churehill “Winston is an un- 
comfortable bedfellow in politics. First of 
all he tries to kick you out of bed. If ho 
fails at that, he tries to pinch all the 
clothes.” It is not diffult in view of such 
remarks as theso on Mr. Churchill's charac- 
ter to realize that no Prime Minister would 
bbe anxious to include him in his Cal 
unless forced to do so by stress of circum- 
stance. It is consequently very doubtful 
whether Mr. Churchill will reach office 0 
Jong as peace still exists, though there is 
every possibility that should war break out 
room would be found for him, if only be- 
‘cause of the realization that in ‘any National 
Government which would then be formed, 
‘everything would have to be submerged in 
the yeneral desire to get things done and 
victory achieved. 

It is not, therefore, because of any fear 
that Herr Hitler would regard the inclusion 
of Mr. Churchill and Mr. Eden in the 
Cabinet as a threat of War, that either of 
these gentlemen have not yet secured office 
again. ‘Their policies are in dircet opposi- 
tion to those of Mr. Chamberlain, and it is, 
impossible to expect him to include in his 
Ministry men who do not see eye to eye 
with him. Should war prove to him the 
complete breaking down of everything for 
which he has stood, then it will be time: 
for him to form a Cabinet which will 
‘command the support of all sections of the 
House of Commons, and in it Messrs. Chur- 
chill and Eden would undoubtedly find a 
place. Tt would be only at such a time 
that it would be possible for the Prime 
Minister to overlook the bitter attacks 
which Mr. Churchill has at various times 
made upon him, apart from the fact that 
various Cabinets have found him a very 
dificult person to get on with. Nevertheless 
despite all this the agitation for the return 
of Mr. Churchill to the Cabinet received 
most powerful support from the Press as 
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well as in political circles, and it speaks 
well for the firmness of the Prime Minister 
that he was not daunted by the clamour 
which was raised. Every London news~ 
paper, excluding “The Times” took up the 
cry, while such powerful provincial journals 
as the “Manchester Guardian” and the 
“Yorkshire Post” followed suit. “And yet 
the move failed, not only because of the 
determination of the Prime Minister not to 
commit political suicide, but because there 
is still a substantial section in the country 
which realizes the disadvantages of Mr. 
Churchill's brilliant but somewhat mercurial 
character, and distrusts a politician who 
has demonstrated throughout his career none 
of that consistency which alone can arouse 
the completest confidence. Mr. Churchill is 
in some respect not unlike Mr. Lloyd 
George. ‘The latter was the man of the 
moment during the Great War, since when 
hhis greatest has somewhat diminished. Mr. 
Churehill” may yet find his opportunity 
awaiting him, but if he does, it will be be- 
cause of the’ action of foreign leaders, and 
not because of anything Mr. Chamberlain 
is likely to do 





TOKYO DELAYS 
Aug. U1. 

One of the most important developments 
in connection with the  Anglo-Japanese 
negotiations at Tokyo has been the notifica- 
tion of the Japanese Government by both the 
United States and France that they, too, are 
interested in the question of the sliver held 
by: Chinese: banks in the British, and French 
Concessions in Tientsin, and in the matter 
of the suppression of Chinese national cur- 
rency in the port. ‘That notification serves 
to inform the Japanese that neither 
the United States, nor France will neces- 
sarily agree to whatever arrangement may be 
effected between Great Britain and Japan 
if that has been done without their consent, 
and in itsel£ constitutes direct support for 
‘tho former in insisting that the negotiations: 
in Tokyo shall be confined to the local in- 
cident of Tientsin, and shall not be permitted 
to extend to more general questions which 
might by implication effect the position of 
third party neutrals in the rest of China 
under Japanese domination. It is made quite 
clear that Great Britain holds no mandate 
to negotiate on behalf of anyone but herself, 
and serves notice of that fact equally upon 
Great Britain as upon Japan. It is very un- 
likely indeed that Great Britain will agree 
to anythng which may weaken the position 
of cither France, or the United States vis-i 
vis of Japan, and, if it is found that upon 
those two points the negotiations ultimately 
break down, there need be no very great 
surprise, ‘That such a breakdown would be 
regretted goes without saying, but In endeav- 
uring to extend the scope of the negotiations 
beyond what Great Britain has so clearly 
defined, the Japanese themselves are bring= 
ing about conditions conducive to a failure. 
‘Tientsin as a local matter should be capable 
of settlement, but if upon it is desired to 
hang questions of a very much wider im- 
port, and that is what the Japanese are 
apparently trying to do, then the oulook 
must look unpromising. “It has at no time 
Jooked particularly favourable, for one of 
the factors leading to possible breakdown has 
been the failure of the Japanese to bring 
about any modification of the situation in 
‘Pientsin, or to make any endeavour, real or 
simulated to control the anti-British demon- 
strations either in North China or in Japan. 

Much is being made in Japan of the slow- 
ness with which the negotiations are being 
carried on, with an attempt to Jay all the 
blame upon Britain, It is obvious that even 
with the negotiations closely confined to 
‘Tientsin, with which the Japanese do not 
apparenily agree, the questions involved are 
not such as can be so lightly disposed of as 
the Japanese military appear to believe, It 
is not a question of Great Britain deciding 
whether to surrender or not to the Japanese 
demands, but of exploring whether means 
‘can be found for effecting a compromise ac- 
ceptable to both parties, Of one thing the 
Japanese may rest assured, the definite state~ 
ments by Ministers of the ‘Crown have made 
it quite clear that they will submit to no 
“stand and deliver” form of negotiation, and 
while every endeavour will be made to do 
justice to Japan's claims, the present coercion, 
‘which is being applicd in the form of tighten- 
ingt up restrictions on passage into and out 
of the Concession in Tientsin, will not be 
allowed to affect the decisions’ of the British 
Government. In this connection it is in- 
teresting to note that the evidence accumul- 
ated against the four Chinese alleged to be 
connected with the assassination of the 
Chinese Superintendent of Customs in ‘Tien- 
tsin has been submitted to the Iaw ofcers 
of the Crown, in order that they may judge 
whether indeed a prima facie case has been 
made out against them. It has always be 
the British point that, if such were indeed 
found to be the case, there would be no 

















hesitation in handing them over. On. 
the other hand, if there is no such case, 
it, would be entirely contrary to prin- 


ciple and derogatory of British honour to 
hand over men to a fate which in the cit- 
cumstances must be regarded as inevitable. 
Clearly, if the Japanese so strongly believe 








in the guilt of these four men, the only im- 
partial trial they can receive’ must be that 
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which the investigation of the Crown's law 
Oiiears can slane ‘provide, It there, i 20 
ima facle case against them these men 
Should not be handed over for any purely 
political consideration. The original offer to 
have the case investigated by a commission 
in Tientsin, headed by the American Consul 
General was one which the Japanese military 
were unwise to refuse, for it laid the whole 
of their ease open to suspicion. 

It is inevitable, because of the conditions 
brought about by the intransigeant attitude 
of the Japanese military, that there should 
be no small amount of delay in the Tokyo 
negotiations, Demands which clearly involve 
the attitude’ of France and the United States 
‘cannot be considered by Great Britain with 
‘out consultation with those two Powers. It 
‘would be a fatal mistake on the part of Great 
Britain to do anything else, and, in view of 
all the world circumstances, absolutely un- 
thinkable, When the Japanese make de- 
‘mands which obviously require consultation 
between these three neutral Powers, it is 
obvious that they are endeavouring to follow 
a policy of divide et impera, the idea being 
that, if Great Britain can be effectively dealt 
with first, the task of dealing with the United 
States and France in their respective turns 
will become all the easier. ‘The time has long 
since past when those nations will ignore the 
necessity of mutual consultation concerning 
problems in the Far East. Ifa degree of 
cohesion has been brought about which 
formerly did not exist that is entirely due to 
‘Japan's actions in this part of the world 
during the past two years, and the declara~ 
tions of policy by her leaders. There is not 
in the chanceries of any of the three anything 
but the sincerest desire to remain on terms 
of amity with Japan. If that friendship has 
been placed under a very considerable strain, 
‘the fault is not thelrs but Japan's alone, and 
it is solely with Japan that the remedy lies. 
It is an entirely strabismic outlook whic! 
engenders the belief that either Great Britain, 
France or the United States will give up 
their hard, and honourably earned positions 
in the Far East merely becauso a certain 
section of the Japanese services choose to 
demand it; Disillusionment must follow, for 
this campaign for the eradication of ' the 
European foreigners from China must, and 
will be resisted to the bitter end, and ‘there 
is nothing in the world to suggest that in 
such a struggle they would not ultimately 
‘emerge successful. 














THE “JITTERS” 
Aug, 12. 

“London diplomatic circles last night re- 
ceived the speech of Herr Albert Forster, 
Danzig Naai leader, with a feeling of reliet 
after a day of alarming rumours,” runs one 
message concerning the manner in which Sie 
Speaker's address was greeted abroad. It 
ould bo duplicated from practically every 
capital in Europe not within the Axis group, 
find possibly even there was some anxiety 
Amongst the masses lest Herr Forster should 
fay something which would bring the pros 
pect of war Nearer than it appears to be at 
resent, "As a matter of fact the Nazi leader 
in Danzig said nothing which has not been 
sald Ume and time again, and the whole 
address might be summed up as a series of 
Variations on an old theme. Accusing 
Poland of trying more, and more to increase 
her hatred of Germany, alleging she wanted 
to take the whole of Bast Prussia, and to 
smash the Raich in a bloody war, Herr For 
ster told Poland to take to heart that war 
threats, however challenging, would arouse 
in Danzig no sign of fear, that the Nazis have 
seen to it that the people of Danzig will not 
Jose their nerve in this time of tension, be~ 
cause of their confidence in thelr leadership, 
that everything has been done to protect 
Danzig against. a surprise attack, or coup, 
@état, and that the German Reich and its 
Yeader, Herr Hitler, stand at Danaig's side in 
the event of an aitack from Poland. And 
thus, with a purely defensive specch Herr 
Forster clearly demonstrated that the wild 
rumours current in Europe for a few days 
past, wre entirely without foundation, and 
that’ rumour-mongers had been doing the 
work of the Nazis only too well. If people 
would’ only consider the facts, and leave 
Fumour till time shall have proved or dis- 
proved it, many of the, jangled nerves to be| 
found in’all European countries would be 
calmer. ‘The facts are plain enough, and 
ugly’ enough in all conselenee, “and. simple 
Wwithol. “It Is a part of the declared policy 
ot Herr Hitler to include Danzig: within the 
German Reich. It is possible that at one 
Lime he contemplated ding so by foree, but 
there is evidence that he is seeking to avail 
himself of more tortuous methods which 
would obviate the intervention of Great 
Britain and France. 

Whatever scheme he may have decided 
upon, itis plain that at some time, at present 
unknown to anyone but his own’ immediate’ 
Saft, Herr Hitler’ will seek to put it into 
operation. If Poland finds that her integrity 
is imperilted, and she has made it clear that 
she considers the’ incorporation ‘of Danzig 
into the Reich, whether by overt aggression 
‘oF otherwise, something whieh she may feel 
called ‘upon ‘to resist, she will, according to 
all the announcements of her leaders, fight. 
‘And if she fights she is entitled to call upon 
‘the assistance of Britain and France. There 

















‘can be no question of Poland taking any posi 
live action with regard to the Free City. She 
is content with the status quo, and deter 
mined that it shall not be altered in 
her disfavour, and the next move must 
came either from Berlin or Danzig itself. 
If Poland should attempt to incor- 
porate Danzig within her own territories, 
which is inconceivable—she could not 
‘count upon the support of the Entente, and 
she is, therefore, left in the position of de- 
fence,’ awaiting’ whatever moves may be 
made’ against her. The initiative is still in 
the hands of Herr Hitler and his henchmen, 
What, therefore, can there be in the situation 
which should give rise for the alarums and 
excursions which are. being so frequently 
witnessed? Herr Hitler has made himself 
perfectly plain. He is determined to secure 
Danzig for the Reich, by any means possible, 
even if they entail war. ‘The only real ques- 
tion with which need concern itself 
is as to when that will be attempted. That 
it may come suddenly is true; that it will 
bbe unexpected is just as untrue. ‘The only 
‘matter of uncertainty then is merely os to 
timing, and, when the situation is thus re- 
duced to its common denominator, it is aston 
Jshing that Burope should permit itself 
to get excited over the possibilities of what 
‘one imposing figure or another might have 
to say on a certain occasion. Rumour is so 
often proved a lying jade that the wonder 
is that humanity has not by now learned just 
exactly where to place her. 

It needs to be remembered in Europe, as 
1m the Far East, that these people who give 
such ready credence and circulation to 
‘rumours are in fact playing the psychological 
game of those whose interests lie in the 
maintenance of a state of international ten- 
sion, ‘The mobilization of large armies, such 
as Js proceeding in Europe is as much a part 
of that campaign of attrition of nerves as it 
4 preparation against possible war. It con- 
stitutes a threat on the one hand, and the 
subjectidn of other countries to the financial 
strain of continually being in a state of| 
momentary preparedness on the other, but| 
there may bea very big distance 10 be 
traversed before these silent threats are 
transformed into the brazen tongue of war. 
If that happens who can now say it would 
‘be unexpected ? ‘There can be no very great 
element of surprise one way or the other, 
‘and though the argument seems to call for 
‘2 complacent acceptance of the situation, it, 
docs not in fact do s0. Every effort is be- 
jing made to avert war, every effort will be 
continued until the die has been cast onc 
way or the other, but those efforts are in 
danger of being thwarted if the masses are 
to be swayed by every little breeze originat~ 
ing in the minds of people whoee interests 
‘are best served by the maintenance of a 
state of anxiety. ‘The anxious anticipation 
with which the lucubrations of Herr Forster 
‘was awaited, has been proved to be entirely 
‘unjustified, and the parturition of the moun- 
fain has brought forth a very small rodent. 
‘The situation has in no way been worsened ; 
it cannot be unless resort is had to those acts 
which may transform present tension into 
‘on acute crisis. When that time comes it 
will be the occasion for some such anxiety 
as is being displayed every time it is an- 
nounced that one or other of the leaders of 
the Axis Powers, or their satellites is about 
to deliver himself of something. For the 
‘most part history has proved these 
to be very damp squibs, and the world has 
advanced far enough in the experience of 
psychological warfare to understand that in 
the main it is only the fact which counts. 
‘The rest is part and parcel of the game, 
which should not be played by those who at. 
resent allow themselves to be needlessly 
Sted by the comglatnt mown se. “the 

itters.” 





ONUS UPON THE AXIS 
Aug. 14, 

‘The guess by the diplomatic editor of the 

incial Times” that “It is possible that 
Signor Mussolini will, in the near future, 
propose a new international conference, 
which would be, firstly, to improve rela- 
tions among Germany, Italy, Great Britain 
and France, and, secondly, to tackle several 
economic and political problems of world 
importance,” is interesting, but, nevertheless, 
nothing but speculation at the moment. It 
may prove to be a piece of intelligent anti- 
cipation, and it is to be hoped that it will, 
but there is very little to indicate in the 
European situation as it stand at present that 
there is any very great likelihood of any such 
move being made. ‘The last two years, how- 
‘ever, have been so full of surprises most of 
them unhappy ones, that the law of averages 
seems to require that, at any rate for once, 
a turn for the better is just about overdue, 
though its advent may even now be long 
delayed. That Signor Mussolini has on several 
Sceasions had a moderating influence in 
European politics has to be admitted and in 
this respect he seems to have shown a 
greater degree of sound statesmanship than 
‘has his partner in the Axis, but the real 
‘question is as to’ how far his influence may 
be counted upon to restrain the impetuosity of | 
Herr Hitler especially now: that the latter’ 
jand his party have acquired so great an in- 
fluence in Italian couneils. ‘That must for 








the present remain a matter for speculation, 
‘though it need not be very surprising if Ti 





Duce's influence is found not now to be so 
effective as it was, say, twelve months ago. 
Der Fuchrer cannot afford to remain mark- 
ing time indefinitely. "He must again produce 
something to show that the sacrifices which 
hho continues to demand from the German 
people are not unproductive of results, Whe~ 
ther it is Danzig or an adventure into 
south-east Europe Herr Hitler must sooner 
for latter, and the odds are that it will be 
sooner, produce something to show to his 
people’ as another evidence of his power in 
Europe, and the success of his policies. This 
particular factor must always be taken into 
consideration when reviewing the posstbill- 
ties of the - European situation, for it may 
very well be that Der Fuehrer is not always 
the leader of his international policy but 
may even find himself driven by internal 
factors to external action. 

‘Would such a conference, as it is hazarded| 
Signor Mussolini may suggest, be likely of 
success? ‘The answer is that it all depends. 
It depends entirely upon the frame of mind 
in which the representatives of the totall- 
arian states approached the conference 
table, If they were to do so, with the idea 
that this is but another case of where de~ 
mands have to be made for them to be 
‘would be doomed to fallure from 


great a gobd faith on the side of the totali- 
tarian states as there was on the part of 
Great Britain and France, and the point, 
therefore, arises that something will have to 
‘be done to remove the atmosphere of mutual 
distrust which at present prevails and to 
bring about a better feeling all round, with- 
‘out which the necessary co-operation will 
be entirely impossible. “It has been reported 
‘that Lord Halifax, when the German Ambas- 
sador called upon him last week, informed 
him that the time of bloodless conquests had 
disappeared. Only two alternatives remain, 
settlement by peaceful negotiation, or a re- 
sort to war. The interests of the whole of 
‘Europe, nay of the whole world, demand that | 
Peaceful negotiation shall bring about a 
settlement of outstanding questions, but such 
a settlement does not envisage that either 
Germany or Italy would be able to obtain 
satisfaction of all the demands which they have 
at various times put forward. It is not even 
clear that a satisfactory compromise is pos~ 
sible, for the attitude of Great Britain and 
France has made it quite clear that the 
status quo 58 to be preserved. ‘That is the 
significance of the guarantees which have 
been extended to Poland, Rumania, Greece 
and Turkey. There is ‘no intention that 
further variations of the map of Europe shall 
be brought about either by power politics 
or by any agreement in which those countries 
‘would have no say, and if the redrawing of| 
the map of Europe is definitely out of the 
‘question, there seems little of political im- 
portance remaining for discussion, though the 
‘economic problems to be solved’ would still 
remain, 

It is doubtful whethor it will be possible 
to summon such a Four Power Conference. 
To attempt to do so, would again be to ad- 
minister the same sort of snub to Russia as 
‘that which was given last year. Russia as 
‘a European Power has every right to be 
taken into consultation, and any endeavour 
to exclude her would diminish the chances 
of the conference ever resulting satisfactorily, 
If Tl Duce contemplates making any such 
‘move as is suggested,—and again it must be 
‘emphasized that the whole report is based on. 
speculation—the time factor is of the 
greatest importance. If Germany and Italy 
‘are contemplating the revision of the 
Treaties of the ‘Trianon and Saint Ger- 
main, in similar fashion to that in which 
Herr’ Hitler has revised the Treaty of 
Versailles, any attempt to do so prior to 
asking for a conference would lead inevitably 
to the rejection of any such request. ‘The 
initiative for the removal of present problems 
from the area of peaceful discussion, is now 
‘and always has been in the hands of the 
‘Axis Powers. If those issues are to be de- 
cided by war, that is a point solely for Ger- 
many and Italy to decide, for the democra- 
cies will only fight a war of self-defence 
‘and the defence of those to whom they have 
‘extended their guarantees, and it 18 not with- 
‘out reason to suggest that if Signor Mussolini 
has any such idea in his mind, the sooner 
it is published the better will be’ the chances. 
of its success. Great Britain and France 
have always been willing to go to the con- 
ference table in an endeavour to secure rome 
Permanent adjustment of European relation- 
ships, even at a time when their armaments 
did not equip them with the authority which 
they now possess, and if Signor Mussolini 
‘were to make the proposed suggestion it 
‘would not fall upon deaf ears so far as they 
fare concerned. ‘The danger is that so long 
‘as the proponents of the short quick war 
play so influential a part in the councils of 
the German Government the chances of a 
peaceful: settlement of European problems 
will always remain slight. Once they are 
convinced that there is going to be nothing of 
‘that nature when war breaks out the chances 
of a peaceful outcome of present tension will 
improve. 
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TOKYO WALK OUT 


Aug, 15. 

With the departure of Major General 
Akira Muto, staff officer of the Japanese 
Expeditionary Foreé to North China, and his 
comrades from Tokyo for Tientsin, that 
‘officer has fulfilled his threat to walk out of 
the Tokyo conference for a settlement of the 
Tientsin issue, His departure need not, 
necessarily indicate that the negotiations 
hhave already broken down, thought that pos- 
sibility cannot be disregarded now any more 
than it could at any time since the eonversa- 
tions began. It does give rise however to 
the question ‘as to exactly what amount of 
‘good it ean be hoped to serve by continuing 
these talks, for it has been made quite plain 
by Maj-General Muto's action that, unless 
the settlement reached at Tokyo is wholly in 
accordance’ with the dictated demands of 
the Army, it will never be implemented by 
them. ‘Thus, while the Tokyo. negotiations 
hhave been reduced to their proper status of 
conversations between two governments, in- 
stead of between one government and. an- 
other government and its army, no brighter 
prospects of a final settlement of the Tientsin ” 
Issue exist, ‘There is no guarantee that the 
Japanese army will loyally abide by what- 
ever settlement is reached by the Tokyo 
Government and, if earlier eumicions 28 
the probabilities of success existed, a 
Snaaubtediy did, the action ‘ot the Tlentin 
military’ representatives can merely serve 
to confirm them. What the military com- 
mand in North’ China apparently fear is 
a breakdown of the negotiations in the 
presence of their representatives, and the 
‘withdrawal of Maj.-General Muto is as much 
for the purpose of “saving face” in the event 
of such'a development as it may be for the 
purpose of wrecking conversations Jin which 
up to the present they have ‘ot  sue- 
ceeded in obtaining thelr own way with 
the rapidity which they desired, They have 
found the British nut somewhat dificult to 
crack, and are going to stand by, and watch 
f failure for which they will in any event 
bbe responsible, If there is a failure it will 
be entirely duc to the attitude of the Japanese 
northern ‘command. Originally they raised 
& purely local issue centred around. the 
demand for the rendition of the four men 
alleged tobe concerned in the murder of 
the Chinese Superintendent of Customs. 

‘When they found that even this point was 
not 50 capable of settlement as they hoped the 
formulation of a demand would maize it, the 
putting forward of further vequirements 
tended to transform a simple issue into a 
number of points ultimately involving amongst 
others, not only the silver in the various 
banks’ inthe British and French Conces: 
sions in ‘Tientsin, but also of Great Britain's 
aeneral policy towards the Chinese National 
Government. To account for the fallure of 
the Japanese Army to bring its adventure 
{info China to an early and successful con- 
clusion, it was necessary to discover some 
arch enemy, whose help it was that was 
enabling the Chinese to carry out so deter- 
mined a resistance. Great Britain was eing- 
Jed out, despite the fact that, whatever she 
hhas done with regard to assisting China was 
‘well within the accepted definition of neutr 
ity, and was precisely what was being done 
by’ Japan's. anti-Comintern "friends, more 
particularly Germany, and other third party 
neutrals such as France and the United 
States. It is obvious that if the Japanese 
Government under the pressure of the 
Japanese Army could force Great Britain 
completely to re-orient her policy in the Far 
East, something to compensate Japan for the 
failure of its Army to bring its adventure 
to a quick and profitable conclusion would 
Ihave been produced, while if that could not 
be brought about, at least some sort of ex- 
‘cuse, no matter how specious it may prove 
to be, would be forthcoming for what. the 
Japanese army has up to the present failed 
to" secure, namely the defeat of China. 
While that sort of thing may serve for domes- 
tic consumption in Japan, it will not deceive 
the rest of the world.” Great ‘Britain. in 
common with practically every other third 
party neutral Power has beon rendering such 
services to China as she may very well ex- 
pect from neutrals, Indeed, as it has been 
80 often pointed out, that ‘same neutrality 
makes it possible for ‘some of the Powers 10 
supply munitions and war supplies to Japan 
to such an extent that without them it is 
doubtful whether she would have been able 
to carry on s0 long as she has. 


What the Japanese Army failed to under- 
stand when entering into the Tokyo conversa- 
tions—and what most probably the ‘Tokyo 
Government fully appreciated,—was that 
hopes of coercing Great Britain into am abject 
surrender were faint in the extreme. ‘The 
former failed to realize the significance of 
‘Mr. Chamberlain's statement when he said 
that Britain would change its foreign policy 
at the dictate of no nation, and it was ‘with 
‘that dominant idea in its mind that it entered 
into conversations with the Japanese Govern- 
ment and its military. ‘The pressure which 
the Japanese have sought to bring to bear 
in this matter has been superflelally impos- 
ing. In addition to demonstrations in Japan 
itsels, a carefully concerted scheme, un~ 
doubiedly inspired and controlled by ‘the 
Japanese for the fanning of anti-British 
hhatred throughout China was set afoot, There

Shanghai Prepares 


Entering an eventful week historically in the 
course of the Sino-Japanese hostilities and the 
probable effect on Shanghai, the special. pre- 
cautionary measures devised by the. foreign 
military and civil authorities were introduced 
early on August” 9. Beneiitting by. ex- 
perience and events since the last mobilization, 
A more effective and restrictive system of 
barbed-wire barricades was introduced. along 
the Settlement boundaries, while in the French 
Concession terrorist activities resulted in. the 
erection of concrete pill boxes all the way 
from the bottom of Avenue Edward VII at 
strategie points to the extent of the Concession 
boundaries. ‘Tens of thousands of. veople, 
motor cars, motor trucks and other’ vehicles 
were searched during the day, and the foreign 
volunteer units were also in’ action. In the: 
Settlement and the French Concession, the 
Speclal Police assisted the regulars by taking 
over "duties, while the Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps stood’ by in uniform for emergencies 
although they will not be on the street, ac 
cording to the precautionary plans, until Satur 
day, With the experience of previous defence 
schemes, the Chinese populace wholeheartedly 
co-operate in the task of search, even, in some 
Instances, to the removal of hats at the barriers, 
although’ this was unnecessary and. received 
ood-humoured correction, » Although — there 
was no relaxation of vigilane—and there will 
de. no relaxation until the long period” of 
emergency has ended—changes in the disposi 
tion of barrleades controlling traffic at essential 
points had the elfect of Improving and ac- 
celevating traille movements and. eliminating 
waffle blocks which marked previous precau~ 
tionary schemes. On ‘The Bund, for instance, 
while” vehicular traMle was confined to. the 
narrow opening between the wire in the centre 
‘of the rosd, an opening was provided for 
pedestrians who were searched but were able 
to pars more quickly than before without having 
to penetrate the massed vehicular trame in the 
contre of the road where the searchers had 
their hands full with this one main task. On 
the whole, an inspection of the scheme to 
‘maintain Shanghat's neutrality and prevent in- 
ternal disorders which might have serious con- 
sequences, was carried out eMciently and 
reflected the careful and detailed organization 
behind the scheme, 




















Refugee Restrictions 


Not among the least important of Shanghal's 
problems. involves tho Jewish refugees from 
Europe, and it is only a natural development. 
that a! point should be reached when some 
form “of restrictive action should be taken, 
‘The Japanese authorities have announced that 
henceforth the number of Jewish refugees who 
will be permitied to reside in Hongkew, Yang- 
‘tszepoo ‘and other areas under Japanese con- 

‘ol Will be limited, and a form of registration 
hhas ‘been devised 'in order to enforee this, 
decision. Tt js believed that this action has been. 
prompted by the housing shortage in these 
‘areas. which militates against the interests: of 
the increasing Japanese population, and the 
previous humanitarian attitude of the Japanese 
authorities must give ‘way to expedieney on 
behalf of their own people. It is estimated 
that there are about 5000 refugees living In 
Hongkew, some in camps but many others in 
hhouses, and as a large part of the residential 
area Was destroyed in the hostilities an acute 
housing. shortage is developing. Every week 
further contingents of refugees are arriving as 
Shanghai is one of the few spots in the world 
where thelr entey is not forbidden, but what 
ever may be the circumstances which have 
caused this migration it is no use denying the 
fact that the problem of accommodating these 
people Is growing extremely serious, While the 
fireas north of the Soochow Creek were largely 
empty, accommodation represented no difficulty, 
‘but this migration cannot continue indefinitely. 
‘The local refugee committee, fully aware of the 
facts and the possibilities, are strenuously en- 
deavouring to find a solution but thelr task is 
‘made the harder now by the decision of the 
Japanese authorities. Henceforth, the stream of 
refugees will have to be accommodated in Ue 
already overerowded Settlement south of the 
reek ‘and the French Concession, where the 
refugee population is already far larger than 
that north of the creek, Looking at it broadly, 
the situation can no longer be localized. Shang- 
hai has done more than its share in comparison 
with other parts of the world In housing these 
homeless wanderers. Nothing less than. inter- 
national action to divert them elsewhere 
necessary unless the refugee problem is 
assume proportions beyond the al 
Shanghai alone to solve. 
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Council's Decision 


‘The decision taken vy the Shanghai AMunici 
pal Council to the effect that no more Jewis! 
refugees, with the exception. of those already 
embarked, will be allowed to land in Shanghai, 
though undoubtedly a painful one, will be ac- 
cepted with considerable relief by those who 
have watched with alarm the prospect of att 
unlimited number — of these unfortunates| 
arriving here in the not too distant future. How 
far the decision of the Japanese on the same 
subject with regard to the areas north of the 
Soochow Creek influenced ‘Munleipal 
Couneil in arriving at their decision is not 
lear but the area under Japanese control is, 
the only place really capable of accommodat- 








ing "the. large’ numbers which have 
arrived and, those others which other- 
wise would | be expected. Shanghai has| 


nothing whatever to eviti:ce itself about in 
connection with its treatment of the refugees 
from Europe. Nor has the Municipal Council 
It has not been able to make monetary grants| 
for their maintenance, but it has placed at 
‘their disposal buildings’ and land which made it 
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Possible for them to be cared for, perhaps not 
‘a8 perfectly as might have been desirable, but 
‘at Teast in a degree of security against perseeu- 
lion. ‘Their advent, however, raised certain 
important problems’ of police’ and hospltaliza- 
tion. which would become more and more 
facute as the number of refugees grew in 
/Shanghai, throwing a by no means inconsider- 
fable burden upon a municipality. which has 
many important and serious problems of its 
own to face. The problem presented by the 
Infux of the refugees from Central Europe is 
by no means parallel with that of the Russians 
twenty years ago. The latter was much slower, 
‘and to a very considerable extent Shanghai, in 
comparatively normal times, was able to absorb 
them without too much dislocation of the city's 
economic life. But what took place in that 
connection over a period of years, has occurred 
now within a few months ‘when Shanghai is 
economically in no position to absorb the new 
comers and may not be for some years to come. 
It is with regret, undoubtedly, that this dec 
sion has been reached, but if the Japanese, with 
unlimited space at their disposal, perceive the 
need for limiting the influx of ‘refugee, how 
much more so must the Municipal - Council 
whose boundaries are not capable of expansion?

The vitality of Great Britain's public finances 
is apparent in the revenue returns for the frst 
quarler of the current financial year — trom 
April 1 to June 30, During that period total

“As regards private finau 
Ja good illustration of their strength is afforded 
by the fact that nearly 1,500,000 people in Great 
Britain are now buying houses ‘and other pro- 
erly through building soeleties, and. it. is 
estimated that since 1919 these enterprises have 
Tent to house-purchasers nearly £1,500,000,000, 
A recent analysis of the accounts of 29 leading 
British assurance companies for the year 1938 
reveals the solidity of a branch of finances 
which combines "private enterprise with 
public utility, The total premium income 
these companies from fire insurance in. 1930 
[was 47% millions, a total only fractionally 
below that for 1087. For accident and general 
‘assurance the premium income rose by £491,-

sults under the above headings (life insurance 
{fs not included in the analysis) show a total 
premium inconie of over £129,100,000 in 1938, 
‘and after the allocation of ali expenses and 
claims, the surplus of agaregate receipts over 
fall charges in 1938 was’ £8,805,000, The cor- 
esponding figures in 1937 were £128800,000 for

ected in ‘the steady lovels maintained is the 
stability of British insurance firms, British 
nancial markets continue to deal with a 
steady flow of business, and the recent sequence 
lof successes in new issues of ‘capital 1s still 
lunbroken. In June, for Instance, mew capital 
issues in the United Kingdom showed a. large 
increase both over the preceding month and 
lover June, 1938. The totals of these issues 
were £23,800,000 in June last, £6,610,000. in 
May, 1939, and £8,510,000 in June, 1938.

‘The 
Chinese left 1,617 dead, while 66 
were taken prisoner.

‘The party left Sian on July 12 by 
train on the Lunghai Railway, get 
ting as far as Huayinmiao, ‘about 
ffteen miles west of Tungkuan, From 
here eastwards the line had been 
destroyed in several places by ar= 
Uillery fire from Japanese artillery on 
the “north (Shans!) bank of the 
Yellow River. ‘They therefore had 
to resort to a motor truck whieh took 
them by. side roads to Lingpao in 
Honan, 50 miles the other side of 
Tungkuan, Here they again took the 
train to Loyang, where they. stayed 
‘two days arranging for passes to pass 
‘out through the Chinese lines, 

East of Loyang the railway is com- 
pletely destroyed, the Chinese having 
Femoved all the rails. The party 
therefore hired pushearts making east 
for Chengchow ‘along the old motor 
road, but it took them tive days to 
get there owing to heavy rains and 
}the bad state of the road. ‘The road 
hhad ‘not only been washed out in 
many places, but at every five miles 
oF so huge ditches had been dug right 
across it, forcing those travelling 
along it to make a large detour each 
lime. Chengehow, vlthough much 
knocked about by’ acrial bombard~ 
ment, is still a busy Chinese military 
centre. 

‘They left Chengchow on July 23 
Jand crossed the new course of the 
Yellow River that same evening, i 
tending to spend the night at Chung: 
‘mou whieh lies only a few lt away 
on the other bank, But on reaching 
the other side they were unable to 
obtain any means of transport. for 
their baggage, and an attempt by 
some members of the party to push 
ahead to Chungmou and find means 
ff transport before nightfall having 
failed owing to the water-logged 
state of the country, they had to 
spend the night in the open sitting 
fon their luggage on the banks of the 
Yellow. River. 


Exorbitant ‘Transport Charges 

‘On the following morning they ob- 
tained transport at very exorbitant 
rates and, hastening through Chung 
‘mou which was raided almost daily 
by Japanese planes, reached Tung~ 
chang that night. In this short see 
tion of the journey they had to om- 
bark and ferry aeross no less than 
five different arms of the iver 
‘Tungchang which fies about ten miles 
west of Kaifeng. is the last Chinese 
post. Here they were held up several 
hours, while the Chinese ofieer in 
charge ‘communicaced with Cheng 
chow by telephone about the party, 
fand only reached Kaifeng that atl 
noon, when they went straight to the 
mission-station without being noticed 
Uy any Chinese police or Japanese 
patrols. 

‘At Kaifeng they found that all 
British missionaries had left some 
days previously owing to the violent 
fanti-British agitation and the threats 
[of the local authorities. An American 
missionary there stated that, when 
the British missionaries first com- 
plained about the anti-British agita- 
tion, the Japanese military police pre- 
tended complete ignorance of a 
such movement, Further that amor 
the mob which’ demonstrated outside 
the mission compound there were 
several members of the Japanese 
military police dressed up as Chinese 
coolies. In fect, exactly the same 
methods and procedure appear to 
hhave been adopted here, as were used 
against the British missionaries in 
Shansi, which have already been 
described. 


Four Mours Examination 

On the 25th the whole party were 
called to the Japanese military police 
headquarters, where they underwent 
a four hours examination as 10 the 
details of their journey and for mili- 
tary information about Sian. Finally 
they were given Passes and permis- 
sion to continue their Journey to 
Trinan, But when they arrived at

At the same time they were very 
aggressive in their comments, speak- 
ig very distespeetfully of the British 
ymbassador and his relations with 
Chiang Kai-shek. Later in the day 
the military police returned and con- 
ducted another close searen of th 
party's boggage and bedding, readi 
through all the private letters, and 
tearing open those that were sealed, 
When ‘one of the ladies protested she 
was roughly thrust aside. 

‘After that the members of the 
party were separated and cach one 
Intefrogated separately about their 
Journey, about conditions in Sion, and 
with special reference as to whether 
they intended returning there later 
‘on. One letier from a friend in Sian 
fo'a person in Tientsin was not re- 
tured. ‘The whole examination Inst 
ed two hours. 

Finally they were allowed to pro- 
ceed on their journey without further 
trouble. It is interesting (0 note that 
fone member of the party was not of 
Brilish nationality, but as she was 
travelling with these British friends 
was treated just as rudely by the 
Japanese as were her companions.

took credit to himself for having made 


his two former broadcasts from districts not under Japanese con- 


‘The trend of his remarks was to the effect that his present 


broadcast was made from Japanese territory because he had no 
ether choice but to seek the pacification of his country in such 
associations, since the Chungking government had called him a 
traitor. No one could live as a human being in any other territory, 


he maintained. 


Since he was speaking from Kwangtung, he took 


cenditions in that province as his guide. 


“Now what are the conditions in 
Kwanglung? Last October, the peo- 
ple were told by the Chinese au- 
thorities, for their peace of mind,| 
that there was positively no pose 
sibility of Japanese forces coming to 
this region, Even at the beginning. 
of October they were told so, 

“When the time at last came for 
Japanese forces to surge on Canton, 
the Chinese authorities were the frst 
to flee, accompanied by their troops, 
leaving the people to their own di 
viees, " Moreover, when the troops 
Med they set fite to the people's 
houses and shops, destroying them. 


Gueritias Criticized 


“Indeed the pain ond distress sut- 
fered. by the people of Canton, both

those who are still living and have 
thelr houses unburned, the Chinese 
authorities scom to ask them why 
they did not die and why their houses 
were not burned, Bandits are being 
Insligateed to resort to ineendiarism 
and plundering under the name of 
uerias. 

"So great aro the sufferings of the 
people of Kwangtung in the occupied 
reas, ‘Then the question arises as 
to why the Chinese authorities are 
taking such a course of action. ‘The 
answer is that Gen, Chiang Kai-shele 
‘orders them to do so, Why is Gen, 
Chiang Kai-shek doing that? Because 
he Is" upholding the tenets of the 
Communist Party. 

"What compensation, then, is there 
for all. these "sacciiices? . "Even if 
entire cities are burnt, that does not 
prevent Japanese forees from enter- 
Tog them, After they are burnt, there 
iy nothing to stop the Japanese’ forces 
from garrisoning them.

On receipt of this unexpected com-

‘Treaties of commerce, almost need 
loss to say, provide for commercial 
relations, which are never constant 
‘oF unchanging. Such treaties are no 
‘moro permanent than the conditions 
which they contemplate. ‘That is why 
thoy contain | specifi provision for 
abrogation, ‘The American Govern 
ment’s action was, therefore, entirely 
logitimate, 

Perusal of the notice of termina- 
tion, however, arouses some ques 
tiont—which of its provisions are 
found incompatible with the altered 
conditions of trade between the two 
countries? Where or how are 
American interests not protected or 
promoted as they should be? Or- 
dinarily, such matters would have 
been made, clear in the notice of 
abrogation, “ At least it would have 
‘yeen stated that though the old pact 
would be discarded, it was hoped that 
negotiations would ‘be opened at once 
for the conclusion of another pact to 
replace it. Such, it scems to me, is 
the accepted usage of diplomatic 
procedure, 

“The method chosen by the Ameri- 
can Government was as unusual as 
it'"Wwas ‘unexpected, ‘The leest that 
can be sald is that the procedure 
‘adopted is seldom  scen when two 
‘countries are in normal relations, We 
are, therefore, obliged to conclude 
that the American action was due not 
only to the reasons stated in the 
note but to something more, of im- 
portant political signifeance. 


New Order not Accepted 


Our relations with the United 
States have never been so strained 
a with Great Britain. But America 
has never accepted our view rexard- 
ing the establishment of a new order 
which is the objective of the China 
hostilities. On this subject our gov. 
ernment sent a note to the Ameri 
Government on November 18, 1939. 
‘The latter, in its reply dated Decem- 
ver 30, took exception to our point 
of view. Since then we have re~ 
peatedly’ taken occasion to make 
lear that the large-seale construc~ 
tion in progress in East Asia is es- 
sential not only for a peaceful order 
in Asia bul for the peace of the whole 
world, But the United States has 
never accepted our view. 

‘Our country, in common with

President Roosevelt, in his message| 


to Congress last January, referring 
to Japan and those two other coun: 
tries, stressed the need of applying 
pressure on them by some measures 
“short of war but stronger and more | 
effective than mere words.” 

Concurrently with “the hostilities 
proceeding in Asia on a scale such 
fas has never before been seen. in 
history, a serious situation has de- 
veloped in Europe in consequence 
of the strained relations between the 
‘Axis powers and the democracies 
Germany has reached out into Cze- 
choslovakia, Italy has estsblished do- 
minion over Albania, and in Spain 
General Franco, supported by Ger- 
many and Italy, sueceeded in winning 
the war going on there for three 
years. Britain and France, alarmed 
over what they call a menace to 
Jdemocracy, have appealed for Ameri- 
can support. 


American Neutrality 


‘The most important question for 
the American people is ‘whether or 
not their country ean stay out of the 
second European war, should it 
come. Congress, from the beginning | 
of the present session, has had many’ 
questions to. consider, the proposed. 
revision of the neutrality law being. 
Inot the Teast important, This law's: 
‘object, in brief, is to Keep America, 
out of a war between any two for- 
‘elgn countries. ‘This law was put to 
the test when war broke out in 
Ethiopia, when the civil war troke 
‘out in Spain, and when Japan began 
to fight in China, ‘The law was tried 
and found wanting 

For instance, should it be applied. 
to the China-Japan hostilities, China 
would be more inconvenienced by it 
than Japan. And that is not what 
the American people want, their 
sympathies having always been with 
the ‘Chinese. This being the case, 
the neutrality law has never been 
implemented, on the ground that 
neither of the belligerents has de- 
clared. war. 

Revision was thought necessary, 
therefore. The so-called isolationists 
‘would revise it so that America could 
hot be partial to any country at war 
with another. ‘The opposed opinion 
is that because the present situation 
fs the outcome of ‘the totalitarian 
slates’ aggressive actions, peace can- 
not be preserved unless’ their ambi- 
tions are curbed by supporting. the 
democracies. ‘Therefore, according to| 
this section of opinion, the law must 
be so changed as to’ serve toward 
peace in case of war between totall- 
{arian and democratic countries, and 
this policy is necessary because such | 
a war would be sure to involve 
‘America. President Roosevelt and 
hhis Administration have been leaning | 
toward this latter body of opinion. 
But the discussion within and. with- 
‘out Congress scemed interminable. 


‘Ald to Allies 


None of the schemes brought 
forward scemed good enough. Fin- 
ally the Bloom Bill, incorporating the 
Administration's views, was present- 
ed to Congress, which discussed it, 
‘but on July 12 it was decided to hold 
It over until the next session, in 
January. ‘The object of the bill was| 
to enable Britain and France, holding 
command of the sea and lines of 
communication with the European 
continent, to carry war supplies un- 
molestedly from the United States 
Had this change been made in the 
neutrality law. as President Roosevelt 
hoped, and had the revised form of 
neutrality been applied to the Far 
East, Japan, and not China, would 
have had the advantage—a situation 
not wanted by those who would sup- 
port the democracies. It was, there- 
fore, thought not improbable that the 
revision of the neutrality law would 
be followed by some scheme to im- 
pose a handicap on belligerent Japan. 
‘When. it became clear that all hope

all other countries is prohibited. 

Following discussion. of this. dim- 
culty, Senator Vandenburg, who is 
thought likely to be a candidate for 
the presidency, on July 18, brought 
forward a proposal for abrogation of 
the treaty with Japan. However in 
the morning of | July 26, "Congress 
decided to postpone discussion of this 
Proposal, 

But in the afternoon of the same 
day the American Government. 0- 
tifled Japan of abrogation of the| 
treaty. It is hardly surprising that 
Some newspapers commented that the 
government deliberately  forestalled 
passage of the proposal by Senator 
‘Vandenburg, who is a Republican, 

‘The activities of the Japanese alr 
forees all over China have won our 
admiration. But the brilliant achieve- 
‘ments of our airmen have not been, 
without repercussions in the sphere 
of international relations. Tn America 
people have accused us of bombing 
undefended towns and "destroying, 
churches, ‘schools and hospitals run 
by American missionaries in’ Chin 
‘Whenever American interests are in- 
volved, as a result of air raids or 
otherwise, exaggerated reports have 
been made to America t0. inflame: 
‘anti-Sapanese sentiment. 

As a result protests have been 
raised in America against the supply. 
of war materials for the Japanese 
Invasion ‘of China. Not a ‘few or- 
Ganizations have been established to 
five direction to the anti-Japanese 
movement—to which the State De- 
partment itself could hardly remain 
indifferent. “It was learnt that ways 
Jand means were being considered in 
official quarters, and that abrogation 
of the Japan treaty was one of them, 

But when Congress seemed so eager 
to get away from the heat of Wash- 
Ington, the revision of the neutrality 
Taw as well as the Pittman embargo 
scheme seemed certain to be deferred 
to the next session, and when the 
‘Vandenburg proposal seemed unlikely 
to be taken up in the current session, 
the notice of abrogation of the treaty: 
‘came.as a thunderbolt from a clear 
sky. The suddeness of the action 
caused hardly less of a shock in 
‘America than in Japan, 








Condemned as Aggressor 

Japan and America have not been 
able to see the China affair from the 
same viowpoint, nnd have differed 
Fogarding establishment of a new 
‘order in China, Japan has been con- 
demned as an aggressor of the totall- 
tarlan group. Differences in customs 
and Janguage difieulties have caused 
ot infrequent friction between the 
Japanese military and American re- 
‘sidents in China. All of these troub- 
les that might have been avoided 
under moré normal conditions have 
been exaggerated to add oil to the 
fire of popular indignation in Amer- 
lea, where sentiment has thus been 
aggravated. 

Tn the earlier stages of the conflict 
‘America took an impartial altitude, 
Her sympathy with the Chiang Kai 
shek régime never carried her as for 
as Britain. Japan has always tried 
{0 avoid doing’ anything likely to 
prejudice her relations with America, 
and to respect American rights and 
Interests in China. Tt was always 
hoped that this attitude of ours would 
persuade the American people to be- 
come disposed to co-operate with us 
In our work of - reconstruction in 
China. But the movement of public 
opinion in America has followed a 
different course, and its rising tenor 
‘seems, unless we are much mistaken, 
to have forced the Government to 
take what, in the Prosident's own 
words, is considered short of war but. 
more potent than mere words. 

‘Why was the abrogation done so 
abruplly? Why was it not possible 
to do it in a more friendly way? 
‘The first thought is, it may have 
some bearing on the Anglo-Japanese 
negotiations now in progress here. A 
section of press opinion in America 
holds that when Britain agreed with 
the Japanese view in general prin- 
ciptes, America had to make it clear 
that she would not approve of Japan's 
action in China, no matter would 
Britain might do. 

If this is correct, it is very un- 
fortunate. ‘The differences we have 
had with America so far respecting 
the new order in East Asia are most- 
ly due to America taking a different 
outlook in the light of what was 
happening under the extraordinary 
conditions of warfare. Such mis~

‘What is certain is suspension of the

All Refugees to Register ; New Arrivals Not 


Allowed Live in

dum sent to the committee in charge of Jewish refugees here by 
the Japanese Naval Landing Party Headquarters, The Japanese 
authorities point out that, hitherto, a humanitarian attitude had 


been adopted and no restrictions 


were placed on the settlement of 


Jewish refugees in Japanese-occupied territories. Attention is 


drawn to the fact, however, that 


a dearth of houses exists follow- 


ing the destruction caused by the 1937 hostilities and that after 
aue consideration, the Japanese authorities had decided to curtail 
a further influx into the districts in question, 


It is also pointed out that even the 
return of former Japanese residents| 
of Shanghai is restricted, apart from 
the fact that the Chinese ‘are only 
permitted to return in small numbers. 

‘An influx of a large number of re- 
fugees, the memorandum states, would| 
have a direct bearing in numerous 
ways on the reconstruction plan of| 
war-torn areas and the question of 
restricting further influx has been 
studied all the more so as Jewish 
circles here had made it clear that, 
further immigration should be dis- 
couraged. 

‘Taking into consideration the inter- 
ests of all. parties concerned, the 











authorities have come to the conclu- 


sion that temporarily, a further 
‘Jewish influx should be stopped pend- 
Jing the study of the possibility of 
‘accommodating a greater number in 
future. 

It has therefore been decided that a 
directory of Jewish refugees be creat- 
ed and that for this purpose, all 
Jewish refugees residing in Hongkew 
‘will Mllin a questionnaire in duplicate, 
which is then to be forwarded to the 
Japanese authorities through the com= 
mittee, ‘The Japanese authorities will, 
consider these application forms are- 
fully and will return one of the two 
copies to those residents who will be. 
permitted to. remain in Hongkew 
Whilst those who shall continue to 
reside there without this permit, oF 
‘those who’ will have established 
themselves after August 22, date on 
which all questionnaires must be in 
the hands of the Japanese authorities, 
may be asked to move out of the 
isiriet, the memorandum adds, 

‘The committee is Yequested to see 
to it that the filling out of these forma, 
I carried out efficiently and speedily 
and to urge new arrivals not to move 
into Mongkeew, in compliance with the 
Sapanese deelsion. 

Japanese Clatm Right 

Questioned at the press conference 
yesterday by what right the Japanese 
had adopted this policy of limiting 
residence in areas north of Soochow 
Creek, the spokesman replied that that 
portion of the International Settle- 
mont was controlled by the Japanese 
who could Togislate as they pleased 
‘by’ reason of military conquest. No 
‘spokesman would admit that the 
Powers would admit this right, but 
‘the naval spokesman pointed out that 
‘the Japanese had notified the Consular 
Body of the procedure which they 
proposed to adopt. 

Tn reply to a correspondent, who 
‘asked whether Britons or other 
nationals might be subject to a similar 
regulation, as a matter of precedent, 
‘the spokesman replied that regulation 
of tho refugees was an. emergency 
measure based on actuality, not on 
prineiple. 

"Tho spokesman adduced further that 
more "arrivals of refugees, who 
intended to open businesses" would 
threaten the livelihood of those resid- 
ing in the occupied portion of the 
area, which included Chapei—this was 
the viewpoint, he added, of the Jewish 
committee. ‘The committee did not 
want’ a. further influx of refugees, 
‘The spokesman, in continuing, sald 
that the Jewish’ people living in the 
area, excluding those in camps, were 
‘about one. tenth of the Japanese 
residing there and the authorities 
feared friction between the two com 
munities. Restrictions existed, he 
added, on the number of Japanese 
allowed fo come to: Shangha. 


Memorandum Cavses Stir 

‘The memorandum was reported to 
have created a considerable stir in 
Yefugee committee circles in view of 
the fact that a new eamp, capable of 
‘accommodating 2,500 persons, has just 
‘been completed. "A committee mect- 
ing was held on Thursday afternoon 
and it was understood that further 
conferences with the Japanese au- 
thorities would be arranged. 

‘The “North-China Daily News” was 
unable to ascertain whether the 
Japanese would permit the use of the 
new Pingliang Road camp, although it 
was presumed in responsible quarters 
that the camps situated North of the 
creek would not be interfered with 
provided that applications from re- 
sidents would be forthcoming a9) 
required. 








Members of the refugee committee 
declined to make a statement yester- 
day -but were confident thatthe 
Japanese authorities, who are known 
tor their attitude towards the refugees 
{in that they consider all people equal 
and sympathize with the Jewish re- 
fugees, would assist as much as pos- 
sible ‘in the ‘smooth operation of 
seltling Jewish emigrees who are ex- 
pected to arrive in future. 


Shortage of Houses 
It was presumed that the memo- 
randum was issued as Japanese ar- 
rivals here had found it increasingly 
dimeult to find suitable accommodi 
tion in Hongkew as nearly all un- 
damaged houses were at present being| 
‘occupied by Jewish refugees, with the 
result that rents have increased con 
siderably and that accommodation has 
decome searce. It was furthermore 
felt that these restrictions would be 
of a temporary nature and would be 
lifted as soon as the reconstruction of 
Hongkew and other districts north of 
the ereek would have got under wa 

Hitherto, the Japanese authorities 
have shown themselves extremely 
satisfted with the settlement of Jewish 
refugees in those areas as the latter 
hhave opened business firms and shops 
and have thus somewhat helped in 
the return of more normal conditions. 

‘Although no exact figures were 
available, a conservative estimate 
places the number of Jewish refugees 
who are expected to arrive here be- 
fore the end of the year at 5.000, all 
‘of whom will have to be accom- 
modated South of the creek in the 
event that the restrictions are not 
ited within a month or two. Due 
to the shortage of accommodation 
hore the committee is faced with the 
almost insurmountable problem of 
Anding rooms and houses for about 
5.000 persons. 

It ‘was not anticipated that the 
Japanese authorities “would request 
‘any Jewish refugees residing in 
Hongkew before August 21 to leave, 
although in accordance with the word- 
ing of the memorandum they reserve 
‘the right to do so,

Identifying Chen as a member of the 
Shanghal Citizens’ Steel Corps for 
National Salvation in the War Zones. 

‘Questioned, Chen was sald to have 
revealed that a band of arsonists was 
‘active in Yangtszepoo and Pootung. 
‘On ‘the night of July 29, Chuang 
Chin-pso, another member of the 
Corps, was seized in a tea house on 
Chemulpo Road. 

Others Arrested 

Chuang’s confessions were alleged 
to have led to the arrest of the three 
remaining members of the band, 
pamed Yuan Chang-fo, She Yeu-tang, 
and Hsu Yu-tsal, 

‘Tang Chu-chun, who was taken into 
custody earlier this year charged 
with having set fire to the NY.K 
godown' adjacent to the Japanese 
Consulate-General, was also reported 
‘as being a member of the corps. 

Chuang Chen-pao, an employee of 
the “Japanese-managed Heng Fong. 
Cotton mill, was accused of having 
set fire to that property on May 9, 
‘a “national humiliation day.” On the

Discontent Flares Up 


Yesterday's incident was a flare-up 
of the discontent that has been felt in 
‘some refugee circles ever since the 
local committee signed the contract 
for the transportation rights some 
time ago. ‘The contract was reported 
to have been arranged by Dr. Marx 
and signed by the committee upon 
his advice, Meanwhile, 40 Jewish re- 
fugees here had started small trans- 
portation businesses of their own, 
with the intention of dividing the 
‘work obtained by the arrival of each 
new shipload of emigres. ‘These 40 
different firms employed a total of 
150 men and were indignant. when 
they discovered that the exclusive 
privitege of handling the retugoes 
luggage had been given to one fem, 
and a non-Jewish ‘firm at that, 

‘A mass meeting of the owners and 
employees of the Jewish transporta- 
tion firms was held in Wayside Ia 
week and the matter was put up to 
the local Jewish Refugee Committee. 
‘An explanation as to why the trans- 
portation monopoly had been granted 
to one fem was demanded and the 
committee, through a local Jewish 
‘newspaper, replied that they would 
explain the matter when Dr, ‘Marx 
returned ftom Hongkong. The inci- 
dent at the Shanghai & Hongke 
Wharf yesterday was caused by some 
‘exelteable individual who could ‘con- 
tain himself no longer when he 
caught sight of Dr, Marx tand de- 
‘manded a show down there and then 

Dr, Marx could not be met last 
night but a statement is expected 
from him today.

‘Two Complaints 

‘Tho rst complaint was received by 
the police in February of this year.

the accused had presented himself at 
his offlce and had offered him 200 tons 
of coal at an exceptionally low price. 

‘The complainant. it was stated in 
court yesterday, had accompanied the 
accused to the premises of the Kallan 
Mining Administration's. sales-omees 
fat 32, Szochuen Road. where he hand~ 
ed Bentley $2,650 with which the 
latter disappeared in one of the 
offices. “whilst the plaintitt “waited 
outside, “A few minutes later, Bentley 
came out and produced a:receipt for 
$2,650, telling the complainant that he 
could’ come to the Anglo-Philippine 
‘Trading Co.'s offees on October 12, 
when the receipt would be exchanged 
for a godown-warrant, Atter having 
been calmed down a number of time: 
the complainant decided to investigate 
‘and questioning officials of the Kallan 
Mining Administration, fhe was in- 
formed that the recelpt had been 
altered, having originally covered a

raw material imported or exported 
doubles or’ trebles as the currency 
depreciates. 

‘This may mot be obvious in the

an investment in land and buildings 
comes close to an investment in terms. 
of gold. If for no other reason than 
that during years-and years the land~ 
lord has taken in his toll upon the 
community 4 per cent. while the 
rentier, the owner of pure money, 
thas taken 10 per cent. and more, the 
landlord is entitled “to be exempt 
from the ravages of depreciation. 
































‘There are, however, other reasons| 
why rentals in terms’ of depreciated 
currency must be adjusted. ‘The

Vegetable Monopoly

Prices of vegetables are expected 
to inerease on August 16 when the

Hongkew Starts Fight 
Against Landlords

Japanese _newspapermen today 
were in the van of an anti-landiord 
campaign in. Hongkew, as they 
sought to organize the tenants of the 
Pearce Apartments, situated at the. 
‘corner of Boone and Chapoo Roads, 
in a protest against a recent raise in 
rents, 
‘According to the “Tairiku Shimpo,” 
‘the Shanghal Land Investment Com- 
pany, owners of the building, on’ 
August 1 notifed their tenants’ that 
beginning this month, one-fourth of 
the rental would be collected at the 
pre-devaluation rate of dollar ex- 
‘change when the Chinese yuan was 
persed, at cne shilling, two anda 
half pence. ‘This would bring an 
‘actual’ Inerease of from $160 to $240 
for a typleal apartment, the paper 
said. ‘This is a 50 per cont. raise. 

‘The Shanghai Japanese Journalists 
Association ‘with elub rooms in. the 
Pearce Apartments on August 9 
ireularized all tenants. urging. them 
to join a movement of protest, the 
newspaper declared, 

‘The “higher-rent parade” was 
launched by the Broadway Mansions, 
now owned by the Shanghal Heng 
‘Chang Company, a Sino-Japanese 
firm, last month, ‘when tenants were 
notified of a 38 per cent. raise on 
their rents beginning August 1, 
while beginning September 1 rents 
would be quoted in Hua Tising Yuan 
pegged at Gd. 














Gun Battle Round 
Opium Hong 
‘Shanghai, Aug. 11. 

‘Two persons, ineluding an opium 
Hhong manager, were fatally shot yes- 
terday in Brenan Piece when two 
separate gangs of robbers attacked at 
different times. As the murders were 
Jcommitted in Chinese territory, the 
Seltlement police had no information 
bout them, but the Victims died in 
Settlement hospitals after being taken 
there by ambulances, 

‘The first shooting occurred at about 
3 pm. at 6 Din Yueh Li, Brenan 
Piece, which is alleged by Chinese 
circles to be an opium hong. Four or 
five gunmen went there most probably | 
with the intention of stealing eash or 
opium, but they were met by. the 
‘armed guards provided by the honi 
In the inevitable exchange of fire that 
followed, Liu Ting-yuan, the manager, 
was shot three times, ‘and the men 
escaped. It could not’ be ascertained 
as to whether or not the men had 
run away with cash or opium, but 
Liu died at 5.15 pm. in the Paulun 
Hospital. 

‘Chang Yu-ehuen who lived in a. 
‘hut in Brenan Piece was visited. by 
several gunman at about 7 pm. The 
intruders fired three shots at him 
without saying anything. One of the 
bullets pierced his breast. He was 
taken to the Red Cross Hospital 
where he died at 920 pm. 

It was diffleult to know the exact 
motives behind these shootings last 
‘night but it was feared that the 
gunmen might have worked together 
to get rid of the two men in a busi- 
hess quarrel. Tt was not_well est 
ablished, however, that Chang was| 
‘also an opium dealer. 














Guerilla Engagement 
In Hungjao 


Shanghai, Aug. 12. 

Several foreigners and Chi- 
nese pedestrians on Rubicon 
Road hastily took cover yes- 
terday at about noon as 
machine gun bullets whistled 
in the vicinity. Although it was 
not confirmed by the Japanese 
authorities an engagement with 
a Jarge band of guerillas was 
Believed to have taken place. 

The fighting, cye-witnesses 
stated, seemed to be taking 
place in Chungkajao village, 
which is situated to the south 
of Rubicon Road and the 
Hungjao Golf Course. Here 
could be seen Japanese soldiers 
firing with machine-guns and 
rifles into the village although 
there was no sign of any gueril- 
Jas or armed Chinese. 

Several truckloads of Japan- 
ese soldiers were seen to arrive 
at the spot and the firing con- 
tinued for some considerable 
time. Later several trucks 
loaded with soldiers left the 
scene but later in the afternoon 
there were still one or two 
platoons of Japanese patrolling 
the neighbourhood. 


No Guerillas in 
‘Hungjao Battle 


Shanghai, Aug. 13. 
No guerillas were in evidence in 
the Hungjao area. on “August. 11 
‘when Japanese soldiers were _re- 
Ported to have engaged Chinese 
mobile units in a minor battle, ac- 
cording to an eyewitness, whose 
version of the incident follow: 

At 7 am. on the lth whilst the 
Uitte country market on Hungiao 
Road, just East of Rubicon Road 
corner was following its normal 
course, several truck loads of Japan- 
ese tfoops suddenly appeared and 
commenced rounding up all men 
within sight, Certifieates of domicile 
‘and other passes were valueless, The 
countrymen were forced at the point 
‘of the bayonet. to abandon. thelr 
Daskets of vegetables etc, and for no 
‘apparent reason were herded into 
trucks. A number of countrymen re- 
fused to get into the trucks and were 
roughly dealt with. Some ran away 
‘and of these, three were killed and 
others wounded. At least one woman 
was wounded. ‘Two of the men who 
were killed are known positively to 
be small farmers from the Rubicon 
Road area north of Hungjao Road, 
and their wives and families are left 
there to mourn the two men who 
merely went to market to sell their 
small basket-loads of cabbages etc. as 
they had done daily for months past 


Villages Visited 

‘The Japanese troops then went 
{into certain of the villages both south 
‘and north of Rubicon Road,. fring 
their rifles on occasions, but at what 
it was not possible to see. No shots 
‘were fired at the Japanese and there 
was certainly no evidence of the 
Presence of guerillas or any display 
by them. Occasional shooting was 
heard until shortly after 10 o'clock, 
and all was quiet again, the Japanese 
having departed. “A large column of 
‘Japanese troops complete with tanks 
tc, ‘travelled East along  Hungjao 
Road some time later, but this is no 
‘unusual occurrence and in the after- 
noon a Red Cross truck loaded with 
armed Japanese followed by military 
ear travelled West.

‘The first undertaking of this 
new organization which is. being 
sponsored by the authorities of the 
Japanese army, navy, and the Asla

‘cause they are expected to disappear 
from the market as a medium of ex- 
change in the next few days when 
new one-cent and five-cent mates are 
reported {o be transported here from 
Hongkong.” The situation affects the 
poor people mostly hawkers "and 
small “merchants very seriously a8 
they Keep most of the stampa many 
of which, being badly mutilated and 
worn out, are not aecepted by the 
Post Omice, : 
Although the news that the new 
notes will arrive here soon is wel- 
comed by the public in general, 
small_merchants, hawkers and also 
beggars are much worried and thelr 
anxiely has been increased during 
the past few days when the stamps 
they have received” are no longer 
worth the face value they represent, 
A. cake hawker, whose’ income is 
‘Almost entirely in stamps as his cus- 
tomers are mostly children and poor 
people, must use the legal tender 
notes to buy’ flour with which to 
‘make cakes. When he goes to an 
‘exchange shop he is foreed to ex- 
change a dollar with 120 cents in 
stamps, 

‘The exchange shops do not under 

estimate the value of the stamps but 
they contend that many of the stamps 
are no longer acceptable by the Post 
OMe, They would choose the most 
clean ‘and new ones, ‘Thus many of 
‘the stamps now being elreulated in 
Shanghal in lieu of small money are 
‘useless ‘and thousands of people. ai 
‘and wilt be suffering a great loss which 
they can never make good. 'To make 
the matter worse, people are already 
Feluctant to receive stamps now as 
medium of exchange but hawkers 
re forced to accept them at a loss, 
‘and exchange shops are making 
prot.

IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY 


By “Snov™ 


Shanghai, Aug. 

‘The death of Mr. P. P.’Batolin Is 
undoubtedly the event of the week 
jn the Russian Colony. People wish~ 
ing to define his” role in Dre- 
Revolutionary Russia have called him 
the "Russian Rockefeller.” But even 
Rockefeller and all his millions. did 
not play as big a part in the destinies 
of his country as did Batolin in the 
last’ 22 years of Imperial Russia. If 
there were any need to, theoretically, 
imagine for oneself a ‘candidate for 
the “economic dictatorship” of Russia, 
Batolin would be the personifeation 
‘of that type. ‘That is how he regarded 
himselr, and that is how he was 
regarded by many. : 

Mr. P. P. Batolin died sudden} in 
Shanghai on August 22, in the Astor 
House, only a few, days after arriving 
here from Tokyo and preparing to 
leave for Pelping and, from there, to 
Harbin. Although 61 years of age, 
his death came as a surprise to all, 
as to the last he was full of energy: 
‘nd plans, was buried in work and 
hhad his day eut out for him by the 
hour. 











Commercial King 


‘The life of Mr. Batolin is the saga 
At one 


of an extraordinary man. 
time he was the owner of 
Asiatic Bank, the Chine 
Railway and the Voljsko-Kamsky 
Bank. He owned coal mines and oil 
wells in Sakhallen and Kamchatica. 
Under hig direetion were the fisheries 
in the Far East and in the Caspian 
Sea, Together with Sir Henry Det- 
terding he owned more oll wells in 
Crimea, Caucasus and Turkestan, He 
hhad forestry concessions on, the banks 
of the Kam. He controlled the flour 
Industry on the Volga. Russian 
cotton depended, to a large extent, 
‘on him. “He was co-proptietor of one 
of the largest newspapers in_ the 
country, the “Russian Word” (Russ 
Koye Slovo) which just before the 
Revolution got the agreement of the 
Government to be given the mono- 
poly of wireless and telegraph in- 
formation. And in 1912, while in 
London, he formed the Emba Kaspi 
Company with shareholders, which 
had a starting capital of 23,000,000. 

Tt ‘would be well-nigh impossible 
to list all -the enterprises in which 
‘Batolin was interested. Sulice to say 
that he was the first man in Russia 
to put his eapltal into trusts, and was 
very fortunate in all his undertakings. 
He was, however, not only an indus- 
trialist but @ Anancler, A quarter of 
8 century before the advent of Pr 
dent Roosevelt he formed around him 
fa brain-trust, which included up to 
forty sclentists and experts, and all 
Init plans were of an exceptionally 
broad sweep. “With the outbreak of 
the Revolution Dzerjinksy expressed 
‘a-desire to mect him, and after thelr 
Conversation Batolin’ chose to dis- 
‘appear immediately, making his way 
Uhrough Siberia and Mongolia to 
Pelping. 

‘Arriving in Japan he formed close 
connections ‘with the famed sta 
man Marquis Okuma, and later went 
to the United States to have con 
versations with Henry Ford and 
Rockefeller ‘Sr. The failure of the 
‘White Cause in Siberia and, South 
Russia checkmated his plans for the 
economic Fegencration of Russia. But 
fn the years 1921-1022, the epoch of 
the now economic policy of Russia, 
Dr. Wirt, then German Chancellor, 
hold conversations with him in Berlin, 
where a grandiose plan for giving 
help to and achleving the recupera- 
tion of the regime was evolved. A 
umber of New York financiers 
promised “loans to the tune of 
'U'S.$300,000,000, To discuss this mat- 
tor with Batolin, Moscow sent Krasin, 
Foreign Trade Commissar, and Rykov, 
the Promier, travelled to Berlin, the 
conversations being conducted through 
Krestinsky, then Soviet Ambassador 
in Germany. The power and sign 
feance of Batolin lay not only In his 
knowledge of Russia and her econo 
‘mle needs, but also in the fact that 
he had lett behind him in Russia a 
colossal apparatus of men, former 
employees in his enterprises whom 
hhe Knew personally and who would 
Be glad to work under his diree- 
tion. But Lenin's illness and other 
causes prevented this plan from 
oventuating. 


Far East Activities 

We would infringe, on politics it 
we dealt with Batolin's career in the 
Far East during the past few years, 
‘but when some historian will give his 
attention to that period of his life it 
can be safely sald that many interest 
ing Dages will come to light, 

‘The carcer outlined above becomes 
all the more extraordinary when it is 
remembered that Batolin ‘was the son 
of a simple peasant, received no 
‘education “and when "12 years old 
began working in his father’s wind- 

i ‘When 17 years old. he. was 
fiven. a salaried job (20 roubles a 
month) in the firm of Stakheev, and 
three years later became the manager 
of ils St. Petersburg branch. Here he 
Gireeted export deals that ran into 






































millions, and gave supplies to the 
Army, also dealing in millions. He 
hhimseit used to say that prior to the 
Revolution hig elean proft came to 
$10,000,000, and ‘that is enterprises 
were valued at several milliards of 
roubles. Money in. itself, however. 
never interested Batolin; to him it 
was not something tangible to be seen 
or to pile up. To him it was some- 
thing that enabled one to create, and 
all his life was devoted to ereatlon. 
‘Avself-made man if there ever was 
fone, he managed to educate himsolt 
‘and had tremendous kenowledge even 
in theology and practical philosophy, 
His prodigous memory absorbed facts 
and figures as a sponge absorbs water, 
‘and he could Hold his own in a 
debate with any historian not only 
fon Russia's past but on the ancient 
history of man. He travelled three 
times around the world, sought to 
sink part of his eapital even in South 
‘America, and among men who at- 
fended his receptions one could name 
‘Mr, Lloyd George, England's war- 
time Premier, M. Briand and other 
‘celebrities. ‘And against all that 
Batolin was a man of extreme sim- 
plicity and modesty, hated noise and 
publicity, and loved nothing more 
than to spend a quiet day fishing. 


War Anniversary 

‘August 1, the 25th anniversary of 
Russia's entry’ Into the World Wa 
was given large. space in the local 
Russian press. Gaining nothing in 
return, Russia lost too much in the 
years "1914 to 1919 for Russians to 
Tightly forget this national Armag- 
‘geddon. Statistics taken from various 
books on the number of killed and 
wounded during the War amazed 
even Russians by thelr terrible 
figures. In the Ex-Omeers' Club Gen. 
V. D. Kosmin read an interesting 
lecture on the Russian Army Ip the 
first stage of the War. ‘The speake 
made the interesting remark that 

the time of Peter the Great, or 

during the last 200 years, Russia had 
only 71 years of peace. On August 2, 
a folemn requiem service for ali 
Russians ‘who fell during the World 
War ‘was. held in. the St, Nicholas 
Chureh, attended by all the high 
coeers’ of the Imperial Army and 
Navy residing in Shanghai, 
Women’s Hostel

‘Though information at the disposal 
of banks must necessarily remain a 
eeret to the public, it is reliably 
assessed that Russians in Shanghai 
have no fewer than 5,000 accounts in 
foreign banks. The ‘most profitable 
professions in the Russian colony are 
those of businessmen, doctors, archi- 
tects, engineers, and lawyers. Popular 
doctors especially make good money, 
having a foreign and Chinese clientele 
in addition to thelr Russian patients. 
Several Russian doctors own property 
fn Shanghai, and are able to make 
erlodie trips to Europe and America 
nd even round-the-world tours, the 
Unfavourable exchange —notwith- 
standing. 
Russian Lawyers 

Russian lawyers working in the 
Second Chinese District Court have 
Tong since brought it to the attention

‘on the south side and permission to 
aric on the north side of the road.

The Police pointed out thai this

‘Truck Specds 

Complaints regarding speeding by 
trucks, especially empty ones, and 
by hhife cars, were next dealt’ with 
by the Cominittes, Avenue Edward. 
VIE and Avenuo Foch being singled 
‘out, in. this connection, 

‘The Automobile Club considered 
that the necessity for maintaining 
the free and safe movement of traflle 
at a reasonable speed must not be 
overlooked and, therefore, specific 
cases of dangerous driving’ only 
should be dealt with. “It ‘was 
suggested that special aitention to 
this mattor might be given by motor 
eycte patrols, 

‘The Police reported that such 
instructions had already been Issued 
to patrols and this increased atten- 
tion had resulted in 127 prosecutions

‘Members agreed that, by intensif- 
cation, the police pattol” measures 

resulling, prosceutions should 
have the desired ‘effect. 


Avenue Edward VIL Trafic 

‘Trae on Avenue Edward VII was 
brought to the notice of the Com- 
mittee as the result of a roferenes 
made by the Automobile Club to the 
selish practice of some drivers In 
passing vehicles moving in the same 
direction or wailing for trame lights, 
particularly on Avenue Edward. VIt 
during the midday rush hours, and 
the opinion was expressed that this 
practice had become more prevalent 
recently owing to the number of 
heavy freight vehicles on this road, 
which slowed down tragle immeasur- 
ably. Low-powered cars which found 
it impossible to pass froight vehicles 
added seriously to -the diheulty, 
with the result ‘that when the 
road was clear ahead high-powered 
vehicles frequently passed, in. con~ 
ravention of the existing trame 
regulations, passenger, vehicles 
moving in the same direction in 
order to get ahead of a number of 
low moving © freight vehieles. Tt 
‘was suguested that this could proba- 
bly be remedied to a considerable 
extent’ if Avenue Edward VIT was 























aned off with two white tines, 
leaving a passing Yano in the 
contre, and with a. trafle. regulation 


festricing heavy freight: vehicles to 
the Teftshand lane. Apart rom the 
tropoved irame regulation on the 
Subjoct, it was felt that the existence 
of the’ white lines "would "have a 
piyehotogieal effect on the divers of 
Vohiees. These rac lcs, ells 
ing a central passing lane for fas 
Yebicles, are commoniy in use at the 
present time in America aut oit the 
Continent 

‘The Police considered that the 
carriageway on Avene Bivard VIL 








]was insuMclently wide to permit 
moving vehicles to pass with ‘safety 
Jand passing was accordingly — pro- 
hibited by the Tramle Regulations. Tt 
‘was also considered that passing 
jwould be unduly encouraged and 
the danger of head-on collisions 
increased by painted Janes as 
suggested. Police on duty on Avenuc 
Edward ‘VIN “had been Instructed 
regarding the ‘passing of moving 
vehicles "and the passing of stax 
Hionary vehicles waiting for the right 
lof way at Intersections, 

‘Members agreed with the Police 
view that the laning of this road so 
fas to permit passing in the central 
ane would inerease the danger of 
Jaccidents from head-on collisions. 

‘The opinion was expressed. that 
foo much space was wasted at the 
sides of Avenue Edward VII and 
fit ‘was agreed to. investigate a 
[suggestion that the departments: con- 
cerned explore the possibilities of 
moving the islands closer to the 
kerbs so as to. widen that part of 
{the roadway devoted to fast trae, 

‘The Commissioner of Public Works 
stated that while it would be a great 
Improvement to remove the ‘islands 
Jaltogether, these were designed and 
placed in’thetr present positions to 
Separate slow from fast ‘trae and 
for the space between the islands 
to be utilized for parking. He 
Jdoubted whether the widening of the 
roadway available for fast traMe 
would “leave sufficient space for 
parking and slow traffic and in this 
alter" ‘connection stressed” the 
lextensive use of this road made by 
handearts. Tn addition, any altera- 
tions would require the agreement 
of the French Municipal Adminisra- 

Race Course Road 

Attention was drawn by the 
‘Automobile Club to the {uct that the 
object of widening Race Course Road 
fhad been defeated owing to. the 
sides of this road having a. slightly 
Fough surface in places, with the 
result that handearts, rieshas "and 
Jeyelists find their way on to the 
middle or smooth part. Tt was 
suggested that this condition should 
bbe remedied and that the provision 
of three trae lanes similar’ to those 
suggested for Avenue” Edward VIL 
[would probably prove benefleial, 


Commenting thereon, the Police 
reported that measures to restrict 
slow moving vehicles on Race 


‘Course and other roads are at pre- 
sent being experimented with; that 
the nature of the surface at the 
sides of the road had been brought 
to the attention of the Public Works 
Department and that — passing was 
prohibited on Race Course Road 
Jowing to the particularly dangerous 
bend in the road. 

‘The Commissioner of Public Works 
stated that due to the scarcity of 
ond material and the necessity for 
economy when this road was made 
up, the sides were constructed from 
fold materials and are accordingly 
hot as smooth as the centre. ‘The uso 
ff this road as a Railless Tram route 
fn the near ‘future would howover 
necessitate the reconstruction of the 
sides. 
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jtram lines are anachronistic and 
that, if they were done away with, 


for the 








vam halts or islands “with their 
floating population would disappear, 
thus doing away with another 


serious sotirce of danger and con- 
gestion. Whilst the Club was aware 








[that the elimination of rail trams is 
jamatter which could only be brought 
fabout over a long period of years, 
it considered that the gradual 
replacement of trams with railless 
‘trams should be proceeded with as 
speedily as possible, 

‘Members were informed that the 
Jquestion of the substitution of railless 
fears for trams on the Bund and 
Nanking Road was considered last 
]year when it became known that the 
Tramway Company was _contem- 
plating. track replacements on those 
thoroughfares. The Company strongly 
‘opposed any such proposal, _main- 
taining that’ in cities with a high 
Jdensits- of population such as Shang- 
hhal the tram with trailer "attached, 
having a total capacity of 120 and 
requiring only one driver, is the 
fehespest form "of public passenger 
transport to operate and is therefore 
the one most in line with the earning 
capacity and economic level of the 
average Shanghai citizen. Other 
Jeogent arguments were also adduced. 
The Counell came to the conclusion, 
Japart from other considerations, that 
Hf had not power to insist upon the 
substitution of railless cars for trams 
fexeept under the option provided in 
the Tramway Franchise to purchase 
the undertaking in 1940.” Sinco 
purchase of the Company on this 
Jdate was considered out of the 
question, it was decided to take no 
further ‘action in the matter. 

‘Members of the Watch Committee 
re-affirmed that no further action 
feould be taken in this matter. 


Motor Cycle Patrols and Breaches ‘of 
Regulations 

‘The greater use of trate police on 
motor eyeles and the holding up of 
drivers guilly of breaches of trafic 
regulations, in order that their driv- 
{ng Heences may be taken from them, 
‘be redeemed ot police stations on 
Payment of fines, has been suggested 
to the Automobile Club. “Whilst 
aware of the difficulties to be over- 
come before the summary imposition 
‘of police trafic fines can be intro- 
Guced, the Club offered to give such 
‘assistance as is within its power to- 

the introduction of such a 
‘scheme. In the meantime, it w 
felt that the tramie police should be 
‘given power to order a trafic offender 
to pull up at the side of the road in 
‘order that the offender may be in- 
formed of the breach of trate re- 
gulations of which he was considered 
fo have been guilty. Such powers 
might well be exercised to deal with 
decrepit vehicles incapable of keeping, 
up with ‘the traMe movement and 
slow drivers who were unwilling to 
do $0. 

‘The Police reported that greater 
use of traMe police on motor cycles 
‘would be made when  cireumstances 
permit the release of men at presont 
engaged on more important duties, 
‘and that driving ences were taken 
from drivers in some instances of 
breaches of the Trae Regulations. 
‘The Police have power to direct trac 
‘offenders to pull up at the road 
Side and to deal with slow drivers 
failing to keep up with the trafle line, 
whieh power is regularly exereised. 

‘Trafic “Specials” 

‘A. suggestion was made to the 
‘Automobile Club for the | formation 
by the two Administrations of a 
‘“Speclar” trame branch composed of 
well-known and reputable drivers, 
Including members of the Automobile 
‘Club of China, who could be provid- 
ed with a badge of authority and a 
pad of printed forms on which to 
Feport cases of careless or dangerous 
‘driving, such reports to be accepted 
by the Police, as would a report 
from one of” their own regular 
members of the Police Force, 
Whilst the “Club was in sympathy 
with the suggestion it did not 
feel that it could recommend the 
appointment of members of the Club 
‘or any other members of the public, 
‘and suggested that the appointment 
Jof drivers considered by the two 
traffic branches to be capable of con- 
ducting such duties might be con- 
sidered. 

‘The Police considered it unneces- 
sary to form such a “Special” trafic 
braneh, since any member of the pub- 
Hie may bring breaches of the | re- 
ulations to the notiee of the police. 
‘Such reports received attention and 
‘the necessary action when accom 
panied by suflicient details of the 
offences. 

‘The Watch Committee agreed that 
the suggestion was impracticable and 
unnecessary. 


Diseharge of Heavy Cargo 
It was considered by the Automo- 
bbile Club that the manner in which 
heavy cargo, such as lumber and 
steel reinforcing bars, was permitted 
to be hauled along main thorough 
fares during rush hours should be 
given attention, as should the prac- 
fice of trucks discharging cargoes of 
newsprint rolls on Hankow Road. 
‘The Police reported that heavy 
argo, which is subject to Public 
Works Department permit, is not per- 
mitted to be hauled during rush 
hours, this being a condition under 
which stich permit is issued, and that 
‘attention would be given to'the haul- 


























of trucks discharging newsprint rolls 
on Hankow Road. 

‘Members agreed that no 
action was required. 

SGndardization of TraMe Lights 

Extracts from letters from Mr. E. 
S. Little and from his speech at the 
Annual Meeting of Ratepayers were 
‘submitted, in which Mr. Little ‘con 
tended that the Council had ignored 
Recommendation No. 29 of tho Re- 
port of the Tra™e Commission 
1924/26 which reads as follows: 

“Experiments with traife signals 
should be continued until the most 

‘suitable appliances have been found 

fand these should then be” made 

standard and uniform. If possible 
the type of signal should be’ the’ 
same in the Settlement and in the 

French Concession. 

Mr, Little complained that driving 
was made difficult by the varicty in 
the position, colour, intensity and 
height of the lights ‘and by the con- 
fusion caused by the proximity to 
them of neon signs, ete. 

Commenting on this complaint, the 
Police stated that the standardization 
of Aralfic lights is proceeding slowly 
but surely in accordance with general 
standards closely following these ob- 
taining. in Great Britain and the 
United States. “It was however point- 
fed out that in determining the’ posl- 
tion for control equipment it "was 
not always) practieable to adhere 
Strictly to the set standard, Each 
eressing required to be studied 
‘separately and its present and future 
layout taken’ Into ‘consideration, AS 
regards neon lights, all applications 
to erect such lights within 100 fect 
| of trame signals were submitted to 
J and the proposed sites for the lights 
jviewed by the Police before per- 
{mission to erect was given by the 
Public Works Department, 

‘The Police also reported that ar- 
rangements had been ‘made with ihe 
Shanghai Power Company. for a 
complete survey of all trame lights 
with a view to standardization where 
racticable and for submission of 
estimates of cost where alterations 
were required. 

‘The opinion was expressed that no 
great diticulty is experienced in 
finding traMe "lights and members 
agreed that no further action need 
be taken, 


Fosts In the Centre of Roads 

Mr. Little also complained that the 
Couneit had “acted contrary to Re- 
commendation No. 21 of the Report 
of the TraMle Commission 1924/25 in 
Placing posts on island refuges and 
contended that many of these wore 
Mlogieal and even dangerous, those 
at the intersection of Avenue Foch 
land Seymour Road being quoted par- 
tleutarly, 

Tn comment on this complaint, a 
Police report stated that Mr. Kittle 
appeared to have confused the “con- 
tre poles for tramways, lighting or 
other purposes” referred 10 by the 
‘Traffic Commission with the” short 
posts used to mark pedestrian refuges 
placed in the centre of the mouths 
Of intersecting roads. It was pointed 
‘out that these pedestrian refuges con= 
stitute the earrying into effect of Re- 
commendation No. 23 of the ‘Trafic 
Commission that “at important eross= 
{ngs on roads of ample width refuge 
Islands should be provided for pedes- 
trians" and that the short posts re- 
ferred to were a necessary part of 
these refuges. “Furthermore, the dan- 
‘ger aspect of these posts’ stressed 
by Mr. Little was not borne out by 
Fecent accident statistics relating to 
collisions with fixed objects, 

‘Members expressed agreement with 
the Police view.

Sm—A number of Jetters have 
appeared in your paper regarding 
unjustifiable rent increases and T 
also take up my pen. and trust you 
WIM kindly" publish the contents of 
this tetter. 

‘Although a tenant, 1 am of the 
opinign that it is Justified for the 
Tandlords to inerease rentals as they 
‘are obliged to Increase present 
salaties due to the high cost of living; 
ground values and building costs have 
Somewhat increased and so have 
repair costs and in the case of apart 
ments where heating is included the 
cost of coal is doubled and the 
‘Municipal rates are slightly highe 

‘The question is how much. should 
rents. be raised and on What could 
this ‘inerease be based? 

"The landlords and. Munleipality 
would not be averse to collect the 
same rents as pald before the com- 
mencement of the hostilities at the 
rate of 182d and again convert this 
Into Chinese Dollars. at 4d, in Which 
case the rent would be four. times 
that previously paid and the Muniel- 
palities would collect four times the 
taxes. 

‘This, however, is not feasible, apart 
from the fact that most of us and all 
the Chinese tenants earn thelr ‘pay 
in. Chinese eurrene; 
real estate can only be valued in the 
currency of the country, Chinese 
National Currency, and every. real 
estate owner should know that when 
hho invests in any country it makes 
no difference whether he has invested 
foreign or clomestie capital, he mist 
uke hls chance and forget about the 
curreney he has invested. Therefore 
all realestate shares, debentures, 
‘mortgages, and dividends to. share: 
holders’ are always in the currency 
Of that country, fe. In this ease the 
Chinese ‘National “Currency. 

Now let us take my own case, At 
the beginning of this year my rent 
was Inerensed by 43 percent, ‘ond 
now I have seceived "a letter’ trom 
the landlords that from September.

On her return she discovered that 
the lady in question in the first place 
refused to vacate the premises; the 
Tight, telephone, ete. had been dis 
connected owing to non-payment o 
Fates, and the house rent had not 
been’ paid for three months. To 
‘crown all this, the flat was in such 0 
State that it required the combined 
services of the Public Health Dept 
‘and a private firm to disinfect the 
place and free it of hitherto unknown 
‘nd most varied insects. As for the 
furniture—numerous drinking parties 
and several eats and dogs had done 
their work only too well. 

I know of several other simtlar 
instances but T think this case is 
‘enough to filustrate my point—that it 
takes all kinds to make up a cl 
rece, or the whole world, and such 
een and often cruel discrimination 
is necdless. 


Personally, I think this is a rather 
silly matter to argue over in my first 
Appearance in print, but one hears 
so many derogratory and unsympa 
thetic remarks regarding these 
refugees that it makes my blood boil. 
Why not leave the people alone if 
you can't say a good word for them, 
T have even heard some Shanghai 
people, many of them refugees from 
dnother ‘country and naffonality not 
so long ayo, deride the style of dress 
‘of the German refugees.

Helga Moller, the 
Property of the Moller Line ‘Ltd, 
contrary to Section 17 (1) of the 
Larceny Act, 1010, 

‘To this charge MeGregor, through 
Mr, Newman, pleaded guilty. Accord- 
ing to hls counsel McGregor ‘admitted 
faking the bars, but there was no 
wullty’ intention, “He pleaded guilty 
only to 0 technical offence. 

Inspector R. E, Bridges, of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs» River 
Police, said that the case came to his 
notice’ on August 3 when the Marine 
Superintendent of the Moller Line 
telephoned that a quantity of serap 
ron had been taken from the Helga 
Moller without permission. 

‘Detectives were sent to the ship to 
make enquiries, he sald, and upon 
arrival there they. interviewed the 
Chief OMmeer, who Informed them 
thal the removal of scrap iron from 
the ship was no concern of his. On 
‘August 3, he continued, a native eargo 
vossel was intercepted and was found 
to bo carrying 351 fron bars and four 
copper pipes. 

‘These’ were later Identifled by 
omcials of the Moller Line as their 
Property. On August 5, Inspector 
Bridges stated, the purchaser of the 
bars and copper pipes was taken into 
custody and he ‘maintained that he 
hhad boarded the Helga Moller in. mid- 
stream where he met the accused, 

Atter asking if MeGregor had any 
scrap iron he was told to return to 
the ship after a few days’ interval. 
‘On August 2 he returned to the ship, 
which was in tho International Dock 
undergoing repairs. ‘There he inter- 
iewed the accused, who showed him 
‘crap iron, 

‘A transaction was lator made in the 
Second OMicer’s eabin when the serap 
fron was bought for $152. After this, 
Inspector Bridges went on, the pure 
Chaser left the ship to borrow the 
‘money and returned at 5.80 p.m. 

Me then paid accused $152 and 
slated that he would return on the 
following morning to remove the 
crap Iron. ‘The purchaser also paid 
the number one fireman $56 for assist- 
Jing in the removal of the scrap, the 
second engineor issuing a receipt to 
the purchaser at the same time. 

‘Also issued was a pass written by 
McGregor stating “Please pass bearer 
with a quantity of fire bars. Signed, 
R. MoGregor, 2nd Engineer." When 
‘the bars were removed from the ship,

THE “TIBETAN NEWS” 


By Tiocra 


‘Tharehin Baboo may or may not be a great 
editor, but he certainly makes every attempt 
to keep the Land of the Lamas informed on 
world events. Lamaland lies entirely at the 
Baboo's feet as he encounters no competition 
‘whatever, the "Tibetan News” being the only 
medium of information between the lama 
and the outside world, In the issue before 
the one just to hand, world events were so 
hurried and so varied that. Tharchin had, 
perforce, to dismiss many of them in a few 
sentences. It is somewhat diffcult to de- 
scribe the Baboo's newspaper: it is not a 
daily, weekly, bi-weekly, monthly or a bi- 
monthly. The “Tibetan News" leaves Tharchin 
Baboo carte blanche both with regard to his 
time and his energy. If the Viceroy of India 
invites journalists to a public dinner then 
the Baboo suffers from no editorial embar~ 
rassment the morning issue can come out 
any morning; the Jama reads it when it 
comes ; and when it doesn’t he simply turns 
‘over more leaves of the Ganjur and the 
Denjur and repeats more prayers. Fortun~ 
ately the “Tibetan News” has not yet created 
any, newspaper fans on the Roof of the 
‘World, - 

If one issue is missed, or five, then the next 
{is crammed tight, and ‘the following issue is 
fairly well drawn out.

In a copy of the “News” to hand some days 
ago, Tharchin, like many other editors seems 
to have thrown off his jacket. Page one is 
occupied with an editorial dealing with the 
Dalai Lama. ‘The Baboo is a Christian man 
but his leader deals with the view held by 
‘the Tibetans all over Lamaland, namely, that 
the ‘world will only reach a state of -tran- 
quillity and stability when the incarnation 
of Tuden Jamtso sits securely on the Jamo 
throne in Lhasa, 

From the first Dalai Lama, Geden Druba, 
to the thirteenth, Tuden Jamtso, apparently 
not one was of ‘Aryan stock, most of them 
‘coming from Mongolia, China’and Tibet. An 
Aryan Dalai will never be recognized by the 
Republic of China and it is taking Lhasa a 
long time to acknowledge this fact. Lamaism 
in one sense might be called the Chinese 
colour of Buddhism, as the Big Three lama~ 
series near Lhasa, namely, Drebung, Sera and 
Galdan, are very largely’ filled with drabas 
from the China side. ‘There is, however, a 
Young Party in Lamaland of purely ‘Tibetan 
stock and therefore very nationalist in its 
aspirations, Tt is this party, no doubt, that 
is keon on an Aryan Dalai Lama, and very 
strongly opposed to any spiritual ‘emanation 
from the Land of Sinim. 

‘The “Tibetan News” dealt with international 
affairs in different countries and above each 
problem discussed appeared a picture of the 
Ieader of that particular nation. A ‘Tibetan 
‘artist may be all right when he is drawing 
the sun, moon and stars, but he is all wrong 
when he tries to reproduce the face and figure 
of the British Prime Minister. True, the 
proverbial umbrella is not there, but Neville 
Chamberlain's face from the artist's point of 
view gives one the impression that it might 
rain at any moment. ‘The Prime Minister 
looks tired and weary and the burdens of 
State sit vory heavily upon him, Mr. Cham- 
barlain may have his tooth as tightly into 
the international situation as any one, but 
contrasted with Hitler and Mussolini, whose 
pictures are also given in the “Tibetan News,” 
the Prime Minister looks an old man. 

‘The photos of the Emperor of Japan and 
the Emperor of Abyssinia are also given on 
the news shect and events relating to both 
these countries are dealt with in the news 
columns, What must the simple-minded 
Jama think after he has read through the 
Ieader and turned the page to find himself 
faced with pictures of Hitler, the Negus, the 
Mikado, Mussolini and Chamberlain. ‘There 
thoy all are, the leading factors in the pre- 
sent international situation, and ‘men with 
tremendous destinies in their hands, 

‘The patient tama sits in his lonely, solitary 
ell and from what I can gather he is not 
impressed. ‘Tharchin Baboo faithfully mir- 
rors world events as he hears them over the 
radio and reads them in the daily press. 
His ambition is to keep the red-robed lama 
informed as to the progress of the history 














of the world. Whether the lama is interested | al! 


‘or not is another matter. In Tachienlu we 
find incarnations, drabas and others quite 
Keen to read this Tibetan newspaper, it 
being their only source, apart from the Chin- 
‘ese_newspapers, of what is happening in 
China and the world at large. In the interior 
however, Tharchin's “Tibetan News” is the 
only ‘means available of knowing what is 
woing on. 

In the. Jama's chronology the world 
(Gigden) will pass through four great epochs : 
First, the epoch when things seen and unseen 
came into being or existence ; second, the 
epoch when things remained more or less 
stationary ; third, the epoch when decay at- 
lacked existing things and brought about the 
destruction of the world order ; fourth, the 
‘epoch when existence and all that it involves 
will return to a state of dongbanyt that is, 
non-existence, vaeuity emptiness, void. 


‘Lamaism maintains we are in the third epoch 
‘and this powerful religious system is un- 
doubtedly passing through a period of senil- 
ity and decay. Lamaism, 100 or 200 ycars 
ago, may have been a dominating influence 
‘on the Roof of the World: for some known 
or unknown reason this powerful religion is 
losing its grasp on the rising generation. 

Here and throughout Sikang this can be 
accounted for : hundreds of boys who former- 
ly found their way into the lamaseries are 
mow entering Chinese schools. Politically, 
forces are at work, undermining the powerful 
influence of the lama. Lamaism dominates 
the social, economical, domestic, political and 
spiritual life of the people, and where there 
is a Jarge Jamascry with 3,000 resident 
lamas, every phase of life centres in the in- 
stitution. ‘To break the power of Lamaism 
is no easy task yet an attempt is being made. 

‘Tharchin Baboo makes every attempt to 
keep up a high literary standard in the 
“Tibetan News.” Whether he has a co-editor 
or a sub-editor, or a news editor assisting 
him in the publication we have not yet dis- 
covered; and whether he is proprietor and 
editor, all in one, we don’t know. He writes 
‘a leader with every issue and highly educated 
Jamas on the border here have been impres- 
sed with his erudition. ‘The last page of the 
Paper has become very much like the Jast 
page of a children's newspaper. The Baboo, 
knowing no doubt that the lama may have 
time hanging on his hands, sets numerous 
puzzles with each issue. ' Quite recently 
Several issues presented match puzzles and 
dissecting animals and sticking them together 
‘again, Everything is being done to make it 
popular paper, 

irculation, however, must present great 
iticuties in the Land of the Lamas where 
ost offices are almost unknown. How ‘Thar- 
chin gets the “Tibetan News” into Litang, 
Kanze, Derge, Dzochen and other lamaseries 
throughout Sikang must remain somewhat of 
& mystery, ‘There is no doubt, however,, 
about the “News” being in elrculation as the 
Paper is now fairly well known. ‘The paper 
can be sent by the Tibetan post as far as 
Lhasa and it may be that the Baboo has 
‘some distributing agency there, 

Circulation, however, is only one side of a 
big journal. “Tharchin charges five rupees a3 
the annual subseription. Fortunately we 
have very little difficulty in paying ours but 
how is a draba living somewhere in the heart 
Of Asia going to pay his? Yok butter all 
‘over Lamaland is always a convenient means 
of barter ; but Tharehin lives in Kalimpong 
and a subscriber may live in Gada, 1,000 
‘miles away ; and that seems a long distance 
to scnd a consignment of hard smelling 
yaneid yak butter. 

‘The only solution we can come to is that 
the editor, being a Tibetan Christian, may 
run his paper on purely faith lines, very 
Graciously believing that it is more blessed 
to give than to receive ; and leave it at that. 
Or he may be a man of independent means 
and run the “Tibetan News” largely as a 
philanthropic adventure, 

‘The background of those who read this 
Paper is somewhat different from those who 
read the “North-China Daily News." The 
young banker, neat and trim, steps into his 
‘office in Shanghai and there’ finds a copy, 
fresh and clean, lying on his table. He 
glances through the editorial ; he seans the 
foreign telegrams ; he looks down the sports 
column, fully determined to examine things 
more carefully at tiffin time; and leaves it 
at that. ‘The young lama in ‘his lonely cell, 
living a purely altruistic life, will spend 
hours on one copy of the “Tibetan News" ; 
‘and when he has finished, his dark metaphy- 
sical reaction to a world bent on madness and 
folly and mutual destruction will be some- 
thing like this : "saith

— Following recent 
thoughts about the effect of a typhoon on birds’ 
nests, T have been thinking about nests in 
general. Taking the dictionary meaning of 
the word nest to be “a structure prepared for 
the laying and brooding of eggs” I would lke 
to add the words “with particular regard to 
the safety of the brood”....but this does. not 
lalways seem to work out in nature. ‘Senticnt 
Jereatures stich as birds generally hide thelr 
nests most carefully, or place them in high 
{trees where they are inaccessible: insects on 
{the other hand do not seem to have any in- 
{fallible instinet to protect their broods from 
jnatural forces or enemies: it Is truo that bees, 
fwasps and ants generally use holes in the 
[ground or in trees, but it is quite common for 
[the clever ants to bore their nest-holes right 
In the middle of a beaten path so that hundreds 
are trampled to death daily....yet the colony 
blacidly perseveres! The Praying Mantis makes 
[no attempt at concealment, but depends upon 
the strength of its hard, ovoid structure which 
is openly attached to any base of stone or 
‘wood! it would take a chisel and hammer to 
Jdestroy it, so the young usually hatch out safe- 
ly (as they are doing just now). ‘Then there 
fare the curious cases of the obstinate nesters 
which fake a faney to a site and will not be 
driven away: I have a colony of wasps which 
insist on placing their poper-like cells round a 
certain window-frame and any number of 
forced removals will not convince them that 
the site is inappropriate: I also liad the case 
lot the Swallows which insisted on building 
round the electric light shade in spite of much 
discouragement. from servants, Finally, from 
the London “Times” comes the story of the 
obstinate Robin which would build its nest in 
behind an aeroplane engine although it was 
forn out by the owner several times: now the 
plane goes. out for trips while the air-minded 
mother. waits on a perch for its return!
